AB101 passes 
out of committee 


Despite ugly opposition by fundies 


by Marghe Covino, B.A.R.

an Francisco’s newest supervisor, 
Gavin Newsom, will probably sur¬ 
prise people, says his openly lesbian 
aide, Diana Parker. Newsom.has been 
on the job for just over a month now, and in 
an interview March 12 with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter , Parker said it wasn’t her sexual orien¬ 
tation that helped her get the job assisting 
the city’s only straight white male member 
of the board; it was her qualifications and 
experience. 

Parker is no stranger to local politics. 
Most recently, she worked for four years in 
Willie Brown’s San Francisco office, when he 
was assembly speaker. After he left the as¬

T he hearing room in Sacramento for 
the Assembly Committee on Higher 
Education was packed with both gays 
and anti-gays Tuesday, March 18. Tra¬ 
ditional Values Coalition’s Lou Sheldon in 
his ubiquitous blue suit looked thin and 
aging as he worked the room. Whispering 
here, shaking hands there, head aggressively 
thrust forward, eyes darting, swaying foot to 
foot and rocking back and forth, he was 
clearly restless for the battle to begin. 

The hearing on the proposed Assembly 
Bill 101, which would add the words “sexu¬ 
al orientation” to already existing laws 
against discrimination in schools and col¬ 
leges, had opened the door for outrageous 
interpretations of the meaning of “sexual 
orientation” (“Did you know that it is in case 
law that bestiality is a sexual orientation?”) 
as well as other rumors that swept the halls 
and titillated Concerned Women for Amer¬ 
ica members the previous day. On Tuesday, 
some CWA members were in the committee 
room, commandeering seats, shoes off, feet 
up on the kickboards of the seats in front, 
waiting for the show. 

It was almost an hour and a half later that 
lesbian Assemblywoman Sheila Kuehl ar¬ 
rived, looking as cool as her “ice-cream” 
white suit. By that time, Committee Chair 
Ted Lampert, D-Palo Alto, had the procedure 
well in hand. No circus today. The procedure 
was clear: the bill author/sponsor presents; 
two proponents have 15 minutes to outline 
the need for the bill; other supporters come

sembly and became mayor, Parker toyed 
with the idea of going to work in the private 
sector. Then in early February, Newsom was 
appointed to the board by Brown to replace 
Kevin Shelley, who was elected to the state 
Assembly last November. 

When Parker worked in Brown’s district 
office, she dealt with members of the public 
on a variety of issues and served as a liaison 
to the gay community. She plans to use those 
same skills working for Newsom. When she 
applied for the job, part of the process in¬ 
volved dealing with hypothetical political 
situations that may arise. A sense of humor 
and her historical knowledge of many issues 
are also strengths she brings to the job. 

Parker, who grew up on the Peninsula, 
got her start in politics in an unusual way: 
she saw an item in one of Herb Caen’s 
Columns about how Wendy Nelder, former 
president of the board of supervisors, had 
fired yet another aide. 

“So I wrote her a letter, and she hired 
me,” Parker said, adding that she, too, re¬ 
signed the post about eight months later. A 
subsequent job led her to become involved

to the microphone, identify themselves and 
their organizations, and state their support; 
committee members ask questions, propo¬ 
nents or author answer; and then the vote. 

Kuehl was on top of her game as she 
fielded questions on ROTC, affirmative ac¬ 
tion, and school facilities use. She agreed to 
authors’ amendments on the spot, worked 
with her colleagues, impressed them with 
her intellect, charmed them with her open¬ 
ness, and brooked no nonsense.

F ormer Imperial Court Emperor XVII 
Jerry Coletti remains in federal police 
custody following his arrest Monday, 
March 17 and indictment by a federal 
grand jury for the Northern District of Cal¬ 
ifornia on ten counts of mail fraud, 18 
counts of false claims against the United 
States, and two claims of conspiracy. 

Coletti pleaded not guilty to the charges 
at his arraignment the same day, and was or¬ 
dered to appear for a bail hearing before U.S. 
District Court Judge Maxine Chesney on 
March 19. 

Coletti had been under investigation 
since mid-1994 for filing false claims for 
state and federal tax refunds, U.S. Attorney 
Nandor Vadas told the Bay Area Reporter. 

According to the unsealed federal indict¬ 
ment, Coletti “by scheme and artifice” ob¬ 
tained the social security numbers of a vari¬ 
ety of men “who were HIV-positive,” used 
their names to prepare false W-2 wage and

MCC to worship at 
unconstitutional cross

he Metropolitan Communi¬ 
ty Church of San Francisco 
!i has stepped into the fray 
over the separation of church and 
state, with a surprise announce¬ 
ment that it will hold an Easter 
Eve vigil at the foot of the 103- 
foot cross on Mt. Davidson. • 

The 6:30 p.m. service on Sat¬ 
urday, March 29 will include holy 
communion and the “dramatic 
lighting” of the edifice in the col¬ 
ors of the rainbow, according to 
The Reverend Jim Mitulski, pas¬ 
tor of the Eureka Street lesbian 
and gay congregation. 

Sunrise Easter services are rou¬ 
tinely held atop Mt. Davidson, 
and are scheduled for 5 a.m. on 
Sunday, March 30. That service is 
not under MCC’s auspices. 

Mitulski said that the church is 
“reclaiming” the location to tell 
the “resurrection story” of its 
membership, in an era of renewed 
hope about promising AIDS 
treatments. 

“There’s really an electricity in 
our church right now, even 
though I know its not the whole 
story for everyone,” Mitulski said. 

The once-illuminated struc¬ 
ture on Mt. Davidson has been 
dark since a 1990 lawsuit argued 
the presence of a religious symbol 
on public land violated California 
and federal constitutional protec¬ 
tions separating church and state. 

A Ninth Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals overturned a lower court 
ruling that the statue’s presence 
on public land was not unconsti¬ 
tutional. On Monday, March 17, 
the U.S. Supreme Court denied a 
writ of certiorari, and declined to 
hear an appeal of the Appeal 
Court ruling. 

Boosters of the Mt. Davidson 
cross say they will mount an effort 
to transfer the city property to a 
private group to prevent the 
structure’s demolition, a move 
that could place the controversy 
before voters in the form of a bal-

lot proposition. 

In January, the San Francisco 
Landmarks Preservation Adviso¬ 
ry Board voted to preserve the 
cross as a historical landmark, a 
move that must be approved by 
the Planning Commission and 
the San Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors. 

Love and not hate 

Although Mitulski told the Bay 
Area Reporter that MCC’s use of 
the location was unrelated to the 
controversy, he said he supported 
the presence of religious symbols 
on public property. 

“For too long, political and re¬ 
ligious organizations have used 
the cross as an instrument of op¬ 
pression and not liberation. This 
event will be an opportunity for 
all people to come together be¬ 
neath the cross in a spirit of love 
and not hate,” Mitulski said. 

Critics differ strongly with Mi- 
tulski’s support of the site. 

“Let’s not lose sight of the fact 
that Christians in the gay com¬ 
munity are just that: Christians in 


the gay community. The Jewish 
community in the lesbian and gay 
community is just as strong, and 
we are in favor of the separation 
of church and state,” said Harvey 
Milk Democratic Club member 
Carole Stuart. 

“We don’t object to the public 
display of religious symbols - in 
fact, we would define those uses as 
constitutionally protected,” said 
long-time civil rights activist and 
openly gay attorney Tom Steel, who 
represents the plaintiffs who sued 
to remove the symbol. “We object 
to the city owning and displaying a 
religious symbol such as a cross.” 

The incident is the latest to 
draw a flurry of media attention 
to Mitulski and the MCC congre¬ 
gation. 

Shortly after California Attor¬ 
ney General Dan Lungren or¬ 
dered the San Francisco Cannabis 
Buyers Club raided last August, 
Mitulski gained national media 
prominence when, in a one-time 
event, he distributed high-grade 
marijuana to people with AIDS 
from the church’s altar. ▼

A n openly lesbian San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department 
sergeant has received a 
major earned-promotion in rank, 
and will leave the Special Investi¬ 
gation Division that handles hate 
crime investigations to join the 
command staff of Mission Sta¬ 
tion. 

Marlene Ottone, 42, will be¬ 
come a watch commander at Mis¬ 
sion Station on Sunday, March 23, 
and will be officially sworn in as a 
San Francisco police lieutenant on 
April 2 at an 11 a.m. ceremony at 
Herbst Theatre. 

Ottone, who was raised in 
Monterrey County, is a 17-year 
veteran and was assigned to SID 
for four years. Prior to her SID as¬ 
signment, she was assigned to the 
patrol, communications, and in¬ 
ternal affairs divisions of the de¬ 
partment. 

“I’m pleased as punch that 
she’s been promoted,” client advo¬ 
cate Jennifer Rakowski of Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence

told the Bay Area Reporter. “But 
we’re really going to miss her in 
the hate crimes unit.” 

Ottone was the police investi¬ 
gator assigned two recent high- 
profile hate crimes: a Church 
Street pit bull and multiple-as¬ 
sailant attack on two gay men last 
December, and the infamous 
Buena Vista Park basher who had 


sex with his victims and then at¬ 
tacked them if they resisted rob¬ 
bery. She was responsible for the 
arrest of Jeffrey March as the sus¬ 
pected perpetrator of the Buena 
Vista Park crimes. 

Ottone told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that her SID assignment 
was “tremendously rewarding,” 
and saluted her colleagues in the 
division for their dedication. 

She said that law enforcement 
response to hate crimes has 
changed over the last decade and a 
half, as society’s response to hate 
violence has changed. 

“The police department has a 
done a great deal to educate offi¬ 
cers about hate crimes,” Ottone 
said. 

And, according to Supervisor 
Susan Leal, police district com¬ 
mand staff who have expertise in 
hate violence issues benefit not 
just the lesbian and gay commu¬ 
nity, but the entire city. 

Ottone’s experience can only 
bring a “broad and important 
perspective” to Mission Station, 
Leal said. T

‘Safer sex’ and the growing 
HIV-positive population

T he good news from the front is that 
AIDS-related deaths are declining for 
the first since the epidemic began. 
The even better news is that the current de¬ 
crease in deaths is a reflection of combina¬ 
tion nucleoside therapy only. It does not yet 
include protease inhibitor “cocktail” thera¬ 
py, which is too recent to document. When 
protease inhibitor use becomes more main¬ 
stream, an even more dramatic decline in 
AIDS-related deaths is expected. 

One of the most striking implications of 
such news is the upcoming shift in numbers 
between HIV-positive and HIV-negative 
populations in the gay community. In the 
past, it was assumed that the San Francisco 
gay male population was roughly split, half 
and half. However, assuming that a small 
proportion of HIV-negatives will continue 
to sero-convert per year, the current decline 
in AIDS-related deaths will lead to a ongo¬ 
ing increase in HIV-positives. The result for 
San Francisco will be the continued growth, 
of a gay HIV-positive male population that 
may eventually dwarf the HIV-negative 
population. 

Many AIDS service agencies, HMOs, and 
other healthcare providers during the last 
few years have changed their AIDS treat¬ 
ment focus from short-term crisis interven¬ 
tion, to long-term lifetime care. However, 
one area in which this shift in focus has not 
been reflected is in HIV prevention infor¬ 
mation and the current behavioral and edu¬ 
cational campaigns for “safer sex.” I have yet 
to see a forum, campaign, or well-reasoned 
and informed public discussion on safe sex 
issues that effectively addresses the specific 
needs of a steadily rising population of 
healthy, sexually active, HIV-positive men. 

Too often in the past, safe sex messages 
have been muddled by a confusion in target 
audiences, positives and negatives, whose 
infection concerns are very different. For 
example, how often do you see articulated 
that the risk from re-transmission for HIV¬ 
positive couples is different in kind and 
quality than initial transmission for HIV- 
negatives? The result is that positives and 
negatives constantly find themselves rein¬ 


terpreting safe sex messages according to 
their own status and the status of their part¬ 
ners). Along the way the authority of glob¬ 
al safe sex messages are consistently eroded. 

As the HIV-positive population grows, it 
is time to speak directly to positives’ con¬ 
cerns with an updated safe sex program that 
doesn’t confuse the specific needs of posi¬ 
tives with those of negatives - one that 
doesn’t need translation or interpretation. 
In addition, there needs to be an increasing 
awareness of the various stages of HIV pro¬ 
gression and how risk factors change as the 
disease progresses. The STD concerns of 
someone who has a zero viral load and over 
500 T-cells are much different from those 
of someone with a viral load in the 
hundreds of thousands and less than 
100 T-cells. 

But what exactly is “safer sex” 
between two HIV-positive part¬ 
ners? Often the response to ques¬ 
tions concerning reinfection and 
drug cross-resistance is, “Well, 
there is little to no re¬ 
search being done in this 
area. There probably is 
some risk, but we really 
don’t know enough about it yet or how high 
the risk is although all current research points 
in the direction that it is not a major risk , so 
don’t do anything at all risky.” The contin¬ 
ued official message to HIV-positives, just 
like HIV-negatives, is to put a condom on 
anything that moves. However, many peo¬ 
ple with HIV see such a global injunction as 
more paranoid than scientific, and end up 
ignoring the guidelines altogether, or creat¬ 
ing their own interpretations, of which the 
most common is “between HIV-positives it 
is okay to have unprotected anal sex but no 
ejaculation.” Again, the authority of the safe 
sex message has been eroded. 

The time has come for HIV-positive 
people to state that such a know-nothing re¬ 
sponse concerning reinfection by experts is 
no longer acceptable. Instead of positive gay 
men just folding up their tents and saying, 
“Okay, well, just let me know when you find 
something out,” it is time to ask, “Why don’t 
we know?” 

The science is there. There is a mound of 
information about initial sero-conversion, 


the mechanics of infection, antibody re¬ 
sponse, the genotyping of virus types and 
sub-types, mutation, viral suppression of 
other strains of HIV, ongoing virus levels in 
lymph nodes and blood (yet suspiciously 
very little about virus loads in semen). Yet 
why don’t we know more about reinfection? 

Why are there no research studies being 
done right now in our community? 

Is it time for positives once again to con¬ 
front the obvious fact: research is political 
and conservative (some would say sex-neg¬ 
ative and homophobic). It has always been 
exceedingly difficult, if not impossible, to 
get interest, support, and funding for re¬ 
search that would in any way increase the 
scope of gay sex. 

However, with the upcoming increase in 
size of the HIV-positive population, the 
need for more specific informa¬ 
tion regarding re-transmission 
becomes more and more imme¬ 
diate. The future stability of the 
decrease in deaths due to AIDS 
could be in jeopardy due 
to the possibility of trans¬ 
mitted cross-resistance to 
such drugs as protease in¬ 
hibitors. If there is a major risk, it needs to 
be confronted now with hard facts, not best 
guesses, abstract theory, or anecdotal re¬ 
porting. It also needs to be acknowledged 
that the current global safe sex injunctions 
•■for HIV-positive couples, which are based 
mostly on speculation, often fall on deaf 
ears within a positive population that has 
good reason to be skeptical of the medical 
establishment and that hears little to no 
concrete evidence of cross-resistance. 

Until more information is available, 
there is little motivation to change behav¬ 
ior. The time has come for an increase in 
lobbying effort by AIDS agencies, healthcare 
providers, and activists to spur new medical 
research into this area. Cross-resistance pre¬ 
vention efforts until then, I fear, will be in 
vain. Y

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Bitter fruit 

This is in response to a letter by M. Alan Farr, 
which was captioned as “Abused by the system.” Feel 
free to caption this response as “Bitter fruit.” 

I am having a difficult time expressing the outrage 
promoted by M. Farr’s letter. I can understand when 
an individual feels minimized by the system - I’ve 
been there. However, I doubt that M. Farr bothered 
with contacting the Patient Representative at the VA. 
I further doubt that he understood what was being 
told to him by “a physician and then confirmed by the 
charge nurse of that clinic...” 

I have been a patient at the VA Ft. Miley Infectious 
Diseases (ID) Clinic (read AIDS) for 11 years. At no 
time have I been told or made to understand that “it 
is VA policy that people with HIV deserve to suffer, 
aggressive care of a person who is HIV+ is inappro¬ 
priate use of medical resources, and it is the duty of 
the PWA to die as quickly as possible so as not to tie 
up the valuable time of the medical staff.” 

This man claims to quote a physician and the 
charge nurse of the ID clinic. I have not only been a 
patient at this clinic for 11 years, but have also been a 
volunteer for 5 years. As a person living with 
AIDS/HIV, I would not devote over 2,300 volunteer 
hours to a facility that treated people with HIV in this 
manner. In addition, I have come to know the charge 
nurse at the ID Clinic over the years. She is an exam¬ 
ple that many nurses look up to. She is a person who 
has committed many hours (including off-time 
hours) to the betterment of the HIV com¬ 
munity. This is a person who suggested 
that the VA rent a booth at the Castro 
Street Fair (for the past two years) and 
helped staff that booth. This is a person 
who calls people on her time off to make 
sure they are doing well and asks if there 
is something more she can do to help. 

This person has become, over the years, 
a friend, not only a nurse I see at the 
clinic. This is a person who has gone out 
of her way to make sure that her patients are getting 
the very best of care at all times - whether they are 
being seen in her clinic or are an inpatient in the VA 
or another facility. 

I sense a lot of anger in M. Farr. I am surprised that 
he turned that anger on the Veteran HIV communi¬ 
ty. Many times Veterans feel that they cannot come to 
the VA because of what they were told during their 
exit process, or because they feel that the VA is an¬ 
other military facility (it is not). The men and women 
who are HIV and have few or no other alternatives 
are not served well by his (pardon my political incor¬ 
rectness) bitchiness. If he feels there is a real problem, 
then he should address it through the patient repre¬ 
sentative (whose name is readily available to him) and 
not through vilifying sincere, caring personnel at the 
VA or at General Hospital. 

Any veteran who has any hesitation about starting 
their care at the VA hospital should feel free to call 
Voluntary Services. There are volunteers who are will¬ 
ing to help walk you through the system. I am not 
speaking for the VA, but for myself, who is one of 
those volunteers.

My expe¬ 
rience with all the doctors and nurses has been of ex¬ 
cellent care and concern. No one at Ft. Miley Hospi¬ 
tal would ever make such statements expressed by the 
author of that letter. 

We must always realize that dealing with the issue 
of HIV/AIDS causes much stress and bitterness for 
some patients. As a person in this situation, I can 
hope that others find help, both physical and mental, 
when the need arises. I know from experience that 
VAMC Ft. Miley Hospital does everything possible to 
provide physical, mental, and spiritual help to 
HIV/AIDS patients. 

VAMC Ft. Miley Hospital is actively reaching out 
to our gay community, to veterans with HIV/AIDS. 
There is not a person involved who would express the 
terrible accusations in the letter. 

Again, I hope the letter-writer and all others un¬ 
sure of VAMC Ft. Miley Hospital will visit and check 
out the services. All care is geared to maximum ser¬ 
vice and a gay-friendly approach to our community.

Positive I.D. 

I am responding to M. Alan Farr’s allegations of 
the lack of care given him at the VAMC at Fort Miley. 
I can only speak of my own experience there. 

As a gay man who has been HIV+ for longer than 
he cares to remember, I have been going to the Infec¬ 
tious Disease [I.D.] Clinic at the VAMC for over five 
years now. My experience there has been fully as pos¬ 
itive as my HIV status. I have never found the I.D. 
Clinic staff (medical and clerical) to be anything 
other than interested, compassionate, and up-to-date. 
My medical needs have always been met with caring 
efficiency. Even when my medical problems have been 
other than HIV-related, the I.D. clinic nurses and 
doctors have quickly referred me to the appropriate 
departments, have run interference for me when nec¬ 
essary, and have taken a keen interest in the outcome 
of my treatment. 

Since moving to San Francisco in 1980,1 have had 
dealings with private physicians (through Blue 
Cross), with Kaiser Permanente, and with the VAMC. 
Without qualification, I would say that the care given 
me at Ft. Miley tops all the other medical care I have 
gotten. I consider myself lucky to have the I.D. Clin¬ 
ic there for my primary medical care.

Miley who are there to help people thru 
the bureaucratic maze which seems most daunting 
when we are ill. In addition, the social workers are 
nothing but concerned and caring and loving people. 
I’m sorry if Mr. Farr had a bad experience in seeking 
care, however I felt the need to express an alternate 
view, and I would not hesitate in recommending Ft. 
Miley to other veterans with HIV/AIDS in need of 
high quality, compassionate care.

Survey says 

I am writing in response to “Work? ‘Out!’” (2/27), 
which describes Jim Provenzano’s experiences with 
Survey Methods Group, and one of the surveys being 
conducted there, the Multicultural Men’s Health 
Study. 

The MMHS is the first national men’s health study 
of its kind. The information gathered will guide the 
future of medical and scientific research and address 
the healthcare needs of men in urban America. 

The random calling of computer-generated phone 
numbers is effective and necessary when trying to 
reach men who may not consider themselves to be 
gay or bisexual, but do have sex with men. This sur¬ 
vey gets input from those who might not be heard 
otherwise. The questions asked and their topics vary, 
though, pertaining to health issues. Sexual behavior is 
one of several categories which the survey touches on. 
This section will show how trends in sexual behavior 
are changing, and who could benefit the most from 
outreach and healthcare programs. 

I have interviewed for the MMHS since the begin¬ 
ning. I’ve found many of those called to be coopera¬ 
tive. Those not eligible would often wish me a sincere 
“Good luck,” never sounding “sure to become homo¬ 
phobic,” and those who responded were more than 
willing to answer the questions asked, saying they 
were “glad to help.” 

I would now like to share some of my experiences 
with Survey Methods Group. I have been employed 
by SMG since October of last year. I find it to be a very 
comfortable work environment. The chairs are thick¬ 
ly cushioned, the backs recline, they have armrests, a 
height adjusting lever, and they’re on rollers. The 
computers have dimmers or glare screens, and the cu¬ 
bicles are rather spacious. The management and su¬ 
pervisors are fair and understanding with their staff, 
and my fellow interviewers are nice people, earning 
an honest living (which makes them beautiful).

Re: AIDS Office rules in SF sex clubs: I read with a 
heavy sadness in my heart concerning the final out¬ 
come and rulings by the DHP about the sex clubs. But 
I’m left to wonder who to be more angry at. Sandra 
Hernandez (lesbian), Mitch Katz (gay), the Coalition 
for Healthy Sex (dictators with special interest), or the 
gay community (complacent) as a whole? 

I can recall when gay men, transgendered people, 
lesbians and straights would kick ass and fight for

We as gay 
people (because of AIDS, disabilities and what-not) 
have been entered into a system (welfare) which ba¬ 
sically has taken away our fight for what we believe 
and replaced it with a self-loathing kind of content¬ 
ment. Sort of a “whatever will be, will be” Doris Day- 
type of attitude. Even ACT UP doesn’t carry the same 
type of kiss-ass attitude or weight it once did. 

Because in some way, we’re all being paid 
off, whether through the welfare system, kick-backs 
from the pharmaceutical companies, donations from 
the private sector, etc. to sit back, look pretty, and to 
be quiet. And we’re all guilty of this.

Recently I applied for some financial assistance 
from an AIDS service. I was told 1 needed a letter 
from my doctor stating that I had, using these specif¬ 
ic words, dis-abling HIV. I feel uncomfortable saying 
that about myself and having it on paper. In the last 
few years I have been challenged with a lack of ener¬ 
gy and a few other physical situations that have 
caused me to quit working. In the past when I’ve ap¬ 
plied for assistance the word dis-ability was used. I 
was uncomfortable with that word back then, and it 
has always been difficult for me to hear or use the 
phrase, “I am on dis-ability.” 

The other night when faced with asking my doctor 
for this letter, I looked up the words disable and dis¬ 
ability in the dictionary, and here is some of what I 
found: 

Dis-ability: A dis-abled state. Incapacity. A legal 
incapacity or disqualification. 

Dis-able: To make motionless or powerless by 
damage or injury. To weaken or destroy the normal 
physical or mental abilities. To render legally disqual¬ 
ified. Core meaning: to render motionless or power¬ 
less by infliction of severe injury or damage. 

I read this information and knew why I was feel¬ 
ing so uncomfortable. It was because I feel words are 
very powerful things and how we use them sets ener¬ 
gies, positive and negative, in motion. 

My intent in writing this letter is not meant to of¬ 
fend any of the services or people who have helped 
me through some tough times. I am very grateful for 
all the love and support I have received. I just feel 
compelled to express some thoughts and feelings. Be¬ 
cause one thing I know: no matter what happens to 
my physical body or mind, I will always be able to do 
something! Even if that is just the ability to hold a 
place of love in my heart for my family and friends.

It is precisely this kind of glib and 
thoughtless journalism that undoes the political and 
social work so many of us are engaged in as we try to 
pry this country out of its denial around protease in¬ 
hibitors. The epidemic is not over! There is a great deal 
of difference between “feeling better” and “being 
cured.” And there are thousands of people for whom 
new drugs make no difference, either because they 
don’t work for them or because they can’t access 
them. Protease inhibitors are wonderful for some 
people, at least so far. I have benefited dramatically 
from them. But they are not the answer to AIDS. 

Please don’t contribute to the new wave of denial 
sweeping this country. AIDS is still here. Look 
around. Those of us with the virus are not cured; the 
virus is not eradicated from the human population. 
Let Andrew Sullivan stumble around in his own de¬ 
nial. Don’t promulgate it for him or for anyone else by 
letting him get away with such sweeping assumptions.

ill hen President Bill Clin¬ 
ton won a second term 
ft m four months ago, the De¬ 
mocratic Party nomination for 
the next presidential sweepstakes 
in the year 2000 was seen by most 
party officials and party voters 
alike as being “in the political 
bag” for Clinton’s hand-picked 
successor, Vice President Al “Mr. 
Clean” Gore. With the possible 
exception of a Dick Gephardt 
candidacy, a pitched battle for the 
party’s next nod was seen as an 
unlikely possibility by most. Now, 
however, after reports of the veep 
making “unethical,” if not in fact 
illegal, phone calls to party con¬ 
tributors from his White House 
office, Gore, who confirmed the 
accounts but claims he did noth¬ 
ing wrong, suddenly appears vul¬ 
nerable. 

When Clinton and Gore de¬ 
cided during the 1992 election 
race to take the Democratic Party 
more to the political center (De¬ 
mocratic “moderates” they are 
now called), the two left out 
the “old” Democratic 
Party - the one long 
controlled by the so- 
called “liberals.” The Bill 
Clinton-Al Gore Demo¬ 
cratic Party is known 
as the “New” Democ¬ 
ratic Party. It is some¬ 
what reminis¬ 
cent of the

conservative 
wing of, say, 
the Jimmy Carter or even the 
John F. Kennedy Demo Party. 

Unquestionably, this move to 
the middle, while not necessarily 
beneficial for the party as a whole, 
was pivotal in getting the presi¬ 
dent re-elected. Now that Gore 
(still the odds-on favorite for the 
top of the ticket in 2000) has 
stumbled a bit, other Democrats 
are said to be seriously consider¬ 
ing vying with the vice president 
for the nomination - some old- 
style liberals among them. 

As previously mentioned, 
House Minority Leader Richard 
Gephardt of Missouri, the hero of 
labor liberals and an “Old Demo¬ 
crat” in the tradition of the late 
Hubert Humphrey, is a probable 
opponent. Also, Senator Paul 
Wellstone of Minnesota, proba¬ 
bly the Senate’s most liberal mem¬ 
ber, has emerged as a possible 
candidate and could end up bat¬ 
tling Gephardt for his party’s “lib¬ 
eral” support. 

Senator Bob Kerry of Ne¬ 
braska is reportedly telling De¬ 
mocratic officials to “keep their 
options open,” as he, too, is evi¬ 
dently thinking of entering the 
primary fights for the next De¬ 
mocratic nomination. Former 
New Jersey Senator Bill Bradley 
has done the same. Both Kerry 
and Bradley have proclaimed 
their “independence” from Presi¬ 
dent Clinton and some of his 
policies and can be expected to 
give Al Gore headaches three 
years hence. 

Of course, we shouldn’t forget 
Jesse Jackson. Jackson is almost 
certainly mulling over a possible 
run. 

And yes, another name that’s 
been bandied about - for a veep 
spot - in our nation’s capital in re¬ 
cent weeks is that of California’s 
senior senator, Dianne Feinstein. 
As CNN’s respected political ana¬ 
lyst in Washington, William 
Schneider, pointed out last week, 
the Democrats are heavily indebt¬ 
ed to women (both Democratic

and Republican) voters, who 
voted overwhelmingly for the 
Clinton-Gore ticket last Novem¬ 
ber. The party would be very 
smart to put a woman on the tick¬ 
et in 2000. If Dianne Feinstein 
runs for governor of California 
next year and wins, the 
party would be hard 
put not to offer her 
(considering the 
Golden State’s 54 
electoral votes) the 
vice-presidential slot. 
To be sure, Al Gore 
will not get the nomi¬ 
nation merely 
for the asking. 
Will the New 
Democratic 
Party have control of the party 
machinery - and hence the nom¬ 
inations- in 2000? Or will the Old 
Democrats prevail? 

Yet again, upcoming political 
events will likely be determined 
by the economy. Most agree that 
if it stays strong and “Teflon Bill” 
can remain popular, Al Gore will 
eventually grab the brass ring. 
However, if the economy takes a 
dive and the prez’s political for¬ 
tunes suffer, look for the more lib¬ 
eral wing to attempt to seize the 
reins as the next presidential elec¬ 
tion looms. 

Don’t bet the farm on it, but if 
Al Gore wins the nod and Fein¬ 
stein is our next governor, look 
for a very strong Gore-Feinstein 
ticket to see us into the next mil¬ 
lennium. 

Politics and poker 

Speaking of DiFi, the guessing 
game continues on a possible gu¬ 
bernatorial run by the popular 
senator, who enjoys a whopping 
86 percent approval rating in the 
Bay Area, according to a recent 
poll. One of Feinstein’s close ad¬ 
visers told me last week that “if 
she had to decide today, I’d say she 
is leaning against another run for 
governor. But she isn’t deciding 
today, and party leaders up and 
down the state are pushing her 
hard to get in and take back the 
governorship for the Democrats.” 

Republican California Secre¬ 
tary of State Bill Jones last week 
ordered a review of the 1.3 mil¬ 
lion Orange County residents reg¬ 
istered to vote last November in 
hopes of taking back the congres¬ 
sional seat now held by Rep. 
Loretta Sanchez (D) that once 
belonged to Bob Dornan (R). 
Jones, a Dornan ally, is flagrantly 
misusing his office in what a 
Sanchez spokesperson correctly 
called ”a dangerous, ominous, 
and partisan abuse of the power 
of government.” You may remem¬ 
ber that during his campaign, 
Jones played the gay card against 


Tony Miller. 

GOP state Treasurer Matt 
Fong announced to reporters last 
week that he will seek his party’s 
nod next year to run against Sen¬ 
ator Barbara Boxer. “We have 
not officially announced it, but 
I’m a candidate,” Fong said. 

Former presidential Chief of 
Staff Leon Panetta, now living 
back in Monterey, was hired last 
week as a $900-a-day consultant 
by the California State University 
at Monterey. Panetta’s wife Sylvia 
already works there for a mere 
$500-a-day. Where do I go to find 
such employment? 

The ultra-conservative Cali¬ 
fornia Republican Assembly 
(CRA) will hold its statewide con¬ 
vention April 4-6 at the Red Lion 
in Ontario, Calif., and big-name 
Repubs like Texas Governor 
George Bush Jr., Tennessee Sen¬ 
ator Fred Thompson, Steve 
Forbes and, naturally, Pat 
Robertson are scheduled to 
speak. 

Friends and associates of 
openly gay Assistant District At¬ 
torney Chuck Haines are urging 
him to run for Superior Court 
judge next year. 

This could change, but it now 
looks like a bitter dogfight be¬ 
tween Democrat state Senate 
leader Bill Lockyer (D-Hayward) 
and Chief Deputy Attorney Gen¬ 
eral (read: Dan Lungren clone) 
David Stirling, a Republican, for 
the right to succeed Lungren as 
the state’s top cop next year. 

Super rocker Elton John will 
celebrate his 50th birthday March 
25 with a star-studded party to 
raise badly needed research funds 
for the Elton John AIDS Founda¬ 
tion. Every big name in Holly¬ 
wood is reportedly scrambling for 
the pricey tix. 

For your reading pleasure, I 
recommend Icebreaker: The Auto¬ 
biography of Rudy Galindo 
(Pocket Books, $23). Though not 
of the highest literary quality, the 
openly gay skater’s story of ulti¬ 
mate triumph over many adversi¬ 
ties is inspirational, nonetheless. 

Some high-level D.C. gay/les¬ 
bian activists are debating 
whether or not to “out” that pow¬ 
erful Midwestern congressperson 
who chairs one of the House’s 
most important committees. 

Also in Washington, freshman 
Senator Robert Torricelli (D- 
New Jersey) last week extended 
benefits of the 1993 Family and 
Medical Leave Act to gay mem¬ 
bers of his staff. Some lawmakers 
have done so informally, but Tor¬ 
ricelli is the first to write it into his 
personnel manual (it means a ho¬ 
mosexual staffer can get unpaid 
leave to care for a companion in a 
medical emergency). T

Civilization... 
the antidote to?

N od to March Madness 
Dept.: Go, Lady Dons! 

In Kathmandu, I in¬ 
variably awoke at four in the 
morning to find myself in that 
meditative state between waking 
and dreaming. I had the sense of 
taking part in communications, 
which were neither in symbols 
nor spoken words, but whose 
meaning was clear. The message 
was always “Civilization ... this is 
what your lessons here are about 
... pay attention.” I would then 
ponder for the better part of an 
hour before catching some more 
sleep. 

The immediate question of 
civilization was Nepal’s. Some 
amount of modernization is in¬ 
evitable, since the country’s sur¬ 
vival depends on it. While the 
rate of population growth in the 
rest of the country is at a decent 
level, Kathmandu Valley’s popu¬ 
lation is growing at a 7% annual 
clip - partly due to migration 
into the big city from the coun¬ 
tryside, as is happening all over 
the planet. The wholesale cutting 
of trees for fuel has been the sub¬ 
ject of laws for centuries; today, 
the disastrous consequences are 
multiplied. Western (or “Asian 
tiger”) technology, ecological 
awareness, democracy, a raising 
of the status of women - all have 
made a foothold and are accept¬ 
ed as necessary to Nepal’s future, 
and to the preservation and con¬ 


tinuation of its abundant cultur¬ 
al treasures. 

And yet, there is danger in giv¬ 
ing in to the simplistic equation 
that the Western/modern is good 
and the traditional is backward. 
Equally treacherous is the notion 
that people should surrender the 
preservation of historical sites to 
ecotourists instead of valuing 
their own heritage enough to pre¬ 
serve it on their own, through re¬ 
liance on traditional indigenous 
methods wherever possible. 

Famous treasure 

In Thamel, there is a little trea¬ 
sure in the form of a world-fa¬ 
mous bookstore. Pilgrim Books 
(one of Kathmandu’s three dream 
bookstores for trekkers and dhar- 
ma bums) has its well-stocked 
shelves, a cafe with outdoor tables, 
and weekly dinners with tradi¬ 
tional Nepali music. Were I to 
spend some time doing the expa¬ 
triate writer thing, I could visual¬ 
ize myself sitting outdoors at Pil¬ 
grim, knocking back masala tea 
and writing away after a lunch of 
daal baht (lentil stew and cooked 
rice, usually served with curried 
veggies). 

During one of many hours 
spent browsing my way through 
Pilgrim Books, I came across Dor 
Bahadur Bista’s Fatalism and De¬ 
velopment: Nepal’s Struggle for 
Modernization. Bista says that 


among Nepal’s 22 indigenous eth¬ 
nic groups can be found “social 
qualities that can generate and 
sustain progress - a commitment 
to productive labor, a high capac¬ 
ity for endurance, efficient coop¬ 
erative styles, and a high adaptive 
propensity at individual and social 
levels.” However, says Bista, a cul¬ 
ture of fatalism is undermining 
Nepal’s ability to call on strengths 
based in its own culture to develop 
in ways that will meld the best 
of old Nepal with a modern 
standard of living. Nepal runs 
the risk of passively allowing 
outsiders to do the develop¬ 
ment. As a result, the bene¬ 
fits do not always go to the 
productive people 
who create growth - 
thus reinforcing fatal¬ 
ism. 

There is a 
kind of fatal¬ 
ism that 
threatens our 
modern, developed West as well. 
It’s the assumption that civiliza¬ 
tion maintains itself and will be 
here to provide for us without our 
effort to maintain it, even if our 
only interest in it is to insist the 
sugar tit we’re entitled to have sus¬ 
tain us never dries up. We have to 
contribute to its maintenance, 
each of us, in terms of both econ¬ 
omy and culture. 

Like Nepal, we need not only 
to call on the best traits among us 
but also to participate in and nur¬ 
ture a common culture. You can’t 
have politics without a polis. 


Multinational corporations and 
the “progressive” left both push 
supply-side immigration. They 
have in common a “one world, no 
borders” opportunism which ig¬ 
nores the fact that civilization is 
the opposite of “the masses” or 
“demographic groups.” It is indi¬ 
viduals, and individuals interact¬ 
ing with others to synergistic ef¬ 
fect, on an entire scale of organi¬ 
zation from the dyad/family/clan, 
to the neighborhood, to the city, 
region, and nation. And the orga-

nization of civilization derives 
from some sense of commonalty 
- unless it is imposed from above 
or without. 

Radical center 

This is why some people have 
idealized the farmer-citizen (or 
even the small entrepreneur-citi¬ 
zen) as the guardian of freedom 
(individually) and free societies 
(in voluntary concert). This 
would be the mid-ground, 
the radical center if you 
will, between all versus all 
and all for the state. The 
difference between the 
radical center and the ex¬ 
tremes is that it believes in 
both individual respon¬ 
sibility and the need for 
community. It’s the rad¬ 
ical center that 
rejects both 
the welfare 
state and the 
corporate wel¬ 
fare state. 

(Speaking of which, since 
someone mentioned “18th centu¬ 
ry American laissez-faire capital¬ 
ism,” it should be pointed out that 
18th century capitalism was nei¬ 
ther American nor laissez-faire. 
First, it was British. Second, it was 
based on sucking up to the Crown 
to get awarded the “right” to a 
monopoly, enforced by the physi¬ 
cal force of the Crown. This is the 
type of system favored by both 
collectivists and corporate welfare 
queens - the only argument be¬ 
tween them is who’s entitled to 
the preferential treatment and 
why.) 

Last week, I drove down to San 
Jose after work for an evening of 
“hedge school” with my friend 
Rowan, an erudite Celtic revivalist 
known for her seminar, “What We 
Know and Don’t Know About the 
Ancient Celts.” She has gathered a 
group of women interested in 
knowing what our sometimes 
overidealized, sometimes senti¬ 
mentalized culture’s roots really 
were. Celts had a clan system. 
Those down on their luck could 
call on their clan for aid, but were 
expected to put out the effort to 
support themselves. How very 
similar to Nepal, which is benefit¬ 
ing from ecotourists while re¬ 
minding us to engage in com¬ 
merce with them rather than 
charity. 

In all the talk these days about 
culture, may we remember that’s 
only the starting point, the foun¬ 
dation of something this world 
needs to maintain: civilization. ▼

Mecca” that it is today. In addi¬ 
tion to covering the neighbor¬ 
hood itself, The Castro, which 
aired March 15, told the story of 
lesbian and gay San Francisco, 
and its connections to national 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender politics and community. 
Additionally, Stein, an openly 
gay Filmmaker, recognizes that 
while the Castro is, as the docu¬ 
mentary states, “a kind of gay 
hometown” for some, it has fos¬ 
tered a love-hate feeling in 
others, including people of 
color and women, who 
have sometimes felt 
marginalized by the 
predominantly white 
and male citizenry. 

The anti-gay violence 
in the neighborhood 
is discussed, as is the 
commercialism of 
the “strip.” 

The documentary 
not only opens up the neighbor¬ 
hood to all the program’s view¬ 
ers, but documents a unique, 
vital gay neighborhood from its 
beginning.

Good things about 
‘Night Sins’ 

Night Sins, a two-part mini¬ 
series that aired on CBS Febru¬ 
ary 23 and 25, featured a subplot 
including two closeted gay men 
in what may be the most direct 
sexual scene between two men so 
far on network television. In 
Night Sins, Valerie Bertinelli and 
Harry Hamlin work to solve a 
small-town abduction of a

young boy. Hamlin’s investiga¬ 
tion leads him to a professor 
who lies to disassociate himself 
from the kidnapper, whom 
he suspects to be a pedophile. 
When Hamlin goes to 
the professor’s house to 
question him a second 
time, he walks in on 
the professor and his 
male lover rolling 
around under the 
sheets. While Hamlin 
interrogates them, 
both men are shown 
embracing in bed nude 
from the waist up. The professor 
explains that in a small town, he 
could lose his job if people 
found out he was gay, and that 
telling the truth would have 
meant exposing this. Moreover, 
he suspects the kidnapper is a 
child abuser, and says he will not 
have his life as a gay man con¬ 
nected to the acts of a “sick and 
twisted” pedophile. 

The gay men play two impor¬ 
tant roles in promoting accurate 
and inclusive representation of 
gay people. By explaining the 
real discrimination gay people 
face both in their communities 
and the workplace, the professor 
not only highlights how the force 
of the closet can lead to other 
lies, but his own fears that the 
community would react to him 
with the hateful myth that gay 
men are pedophiles (in fact, 
studies show that over 98 percent 
of child molesters are heterosex¬ 
ual men). Additionally, by show¬ 
ing two gay men in bed together, 
CBS further destigmatizes this 
image and moves television clos¬ 
er to showing authentic and nat¬ 
ural same-sex intimacy.

CNN plays ‘Sexual 
Roulette’ 

On “Sexual Roulette,” the 
March 9 episode of Impact, a 
new show on CNN, correspon¬ 
dent David Lewis took on the 
sensitive and controversial topic 
of why some young gay men 
continue to practice unsafe sex 
despite knowledge of how to 
prevent HIV infection. Focusing 
on South Beach in Miami, Lewis 
says, “Behind the facade of per¬ 
fect bodies and perfect tans lies a 
dark reality: According to a trou¬ 
bling new study, one out of every 
four gay men in South Beach has 
tested positive for HIV.” He then 
interviews both those conduct¬ 
ing the study and HIV-positive 


and -negative young gay men, 
who discuss reasons why people 
make dangerous sexual choices. 
They range from thinking pro¬ 
tease inhibitors mean a cure is 
near, to practicing unsafe sex in 
supposedly monogamous rela¬ 
tionships that aren’t. Also, as one 
young man puts it, “An element 
of that self-loathing, that homo¬ 
phobia that drives kids to do 
things that are not the best 
things for them, and that they 
know better.” Then Lewis does 
not quote people as he speculates 
about the role of bathhouses: 
“The resurgence of gay bath¬ 
houses and sex clubs across the 
U.S. is another problem, critics 
contend. Inside most, condoms 
are free and safe sex posters are 
everywhere. But it’s also a place 
where gay men have anonymous 
sex,” he says. 

“Some AIDS activists claim 
that most unsafe sex takes place 
in the bedroom, not in clubs. ... 
But other activists argue that the 
type of person who frequents a 
bathhouse usually has multiple 
unsafe partners, causing the 
virus to spread further from the 
backroom to the bedroom, and 
on to the larger community.” 

In general, the story provided 
thoughtful and reasoned investi¬ 
gation, but the imagery accom¬ 
panying the reporting told a dif¬ 
ferent story. The images seemed 
to be there mostly to titillate, 
with lurid close-ups of the 
(headless) bodies of muscular 
men at the White Party, bath¬ 
house interiors, men attached to 
IVs in the hospital, and the neon 
lights on Ocean Drive. Addition¬ 
ally, without any cited evidence 
or interviews to back his claim 
about the “type of people” who 
go to bathhouses, Lewis simply 
rehashes the same attacks on gay 
sex that first surfaced in the mid¬ 
eighties. His comment that 
“those types” will spread disease 
“to the larger community” 
sounds a lot like the gay sex¬ 
bashing AIDS hysteria of a 
decade ago. 

Please write to CNN and let 
them know that coverage of this 
critical issue is appreciated, but 
that the sensational imagery and 
misleading commentary con¬ 
fused and misrepresented the 
story.

S ounds a tad cliche, I know, 
but it’s hard to believe that it 
was over ten years ago. Yet 
there it was in the paper: a ten 
year reunion of that San Francis¬ 
co group of hoodlums that later 
became known as the “AIDS 
Coalition to Unleash Power.” 
Ten years. I mean, who would’ve 
guessed? 

My own recruitment to what 
we then called, with a touch of 
grandiosity, a “movement” began 
typically enough. A struggling 
young actor and Cafe Flore bus- 
boy in 1986, I was furtively 
strolling (as was my wont) 
through the Castro when I heard 
angry, megaphone-amplified 
voices by the old B of A at Harvey 
Milk Plaza. Curious, and proba¬ 
bly thankful for an excuse to loi¬ 
ter, I approached the crowd of 
several dozen ragtag protesters 
and onlookers. 

My eyes locked on a rather 
handsome young man with 
curly blonde tresses and a slight 
southern twang, holding forth 
about something or other to en¬ 
thusiastic response. I moved in for 
closer inspection. I’m sure there 
were abundant hand-painted 
signs, leaflets and even crude little 
buttons, though I honestly can’t 
remember what issue du jour he 
was carrying on about. 

Certainly, there have been 


streets. What else could we do? We 
had nothing to lose. 

Thank you, Ronnie! 

For those infected, their very 
lives were at stake, and some were 
unapologetically in it solely to save 
their own skins. Even for those of 
us still uninfected, we felt it was 
only a matter of time before our 
number came up. In any case, our 
youth and innocence were being 
stolen away, and we would only 
get it back if we got rid of AIDS. 

I remember worry¬ 
ing that I had heard 
The Call so late in the 
epidemic, and I 
would never be con¬ 
sidered a leader before it 
was all over with. I ac¬ 
tually worried about 
my place in posterity. 

I wore a button 
that said some¬ 
thing like, 

“What will you 
say when they ask what you did to 
fight AIDS?” We could be so 
pious, so self-righteous back then. 

There were only a dozen or so 
of us in Citizens for Medical Jus¬ 
tice. Several are of course now 
dead. After the 1987 March on 
Washington for Lesbian and 
Gay Rights (did we have bisexu¬ 
als then?), we doubled our mem¬ 
bership and morphed into a 
group called AIDS Action Pledge, 
which renamed itself (by consen¬ 
sus) ACT UP/San Francisco in 
1988, acquiescing to the name

many to suggest that I and all the 
others who joined the protesters 
were simply rebels searching for a 
cause - any cause. Or perhaps 
spoiled little egotists demanding 
power, fame, fortune, and other 
undeserved privileges - but really 
in need of intensive psychothera¬ 
py, or even Valium (this was pre- 
Prozac). Or we were just trying to 
get laid. 

Boys just wanna have fun 

In hindsight, I am sure that I 
wanted to get laid. And indeed, I 
did, and with that handsome 
young man that very night ... 
those were the glory days of AIDS 
activism. 

But I think what really got me 
hooked on what was then known 
as “Citizens for Medical Justice,” 
and what got me in all sorts of 
bizarre scandals for ten more 
years with all manner of miscre¬ 
ants, was a simple four-letter 
word: fear. I was horrified that, 
now that I was finally ready to 
emerge into the adult world of 
gay sexual freedom, there was 
this unseen, sexually-transmitted 
virus that was quietly killing gay 
men in droves. 

It doesn’t have the edge today 
that it did then, it seems, but at 
the time my veins ran cold with 
fear, and there was a veiled mix¬ 
ture of panic and grief in the eyes 
of every gay man passed on the 
street. For the unlucky ones, 
bluish lesions served like bells 
hung ’round lepers’ necks. 

God bless Ronnie Reagan 
(today doubtlessly wishing he’d 
invested more in medical re¬ 
search), Dannemeyer, Helms, 
Doolittle, and the rest: they served 
us well with their proposals for 
quarantine, mandatory testing 
and the like, galvanizing our fear 
into rage and forcing us onto the 



Francisco economy prepares for 
collapse. But, others point out, 
people are still dying, there’s no 
cure or vaccine, and who knows? 
Maybe there will yet be a second 
wave of virulent, resistant 
strains... 

To this day, I feel as though my 
insides were torn out by the 
Plague. Particularly when I left 
ACT UP and San Francisco, and 
went to Washington, D.C. to work 
for the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign, and then Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s White House, I re¬ 
alized I had made that 
critical transition: for all 
intents and purposes, 
there was precious lit¬ 
tle difference be¬ 
tween me and 
the enemy, which 
was of course 
the status quo. 
It’s an evil game, 
AIDS politics. 

So, one too many burnouts has 
closed that chapter, and left me 
sitting by the sea, happy to be 
alive, writing self-indulgent remi¬ 
niscences of the of days, acting 
again on the virtual stage of the 
theater instead of politics, tin¬ 
kering on my computer, and, on 
the side, asking again, “Paper or 
plastic?” 

Anyway. Happy Anniversary, 
comrades, wherever you are. And 
especially to the handsome, angry 
young man.;-) ▼

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first adopted in New York (and 
any New Yorker would tell you 
that all things worthwhile begin 
there); riding a national wave of 
enthusiasm and rage, our num¬ 
bers quadrupled, and quadrupled 
again, almost overnight. 

Action=Life! 

Heady times, those. In the 
Spring of 1988, while washing 
dishes at Just Desserts, I became 
involved in coordinating a week 
of simultaneous protests in over 
30 cities and towns around the 
country. Searching for ways to 
communicate effectively, we tried 
to link up by computer (this is my 
token effort to touch on the subject 
of computers), and with the help 
of one of our members who 
worked for a group called 
PeaceNet, we did manage to link 
up several of the AIDS activists 
around the country to some type 
of DOS-based bulletin board to 
exchange e-mails. It was a flop, as 
the technology was simply too 
cumbersome - it was so much 
easier to use snail mail, and to 
hold expensive conference calls 
with several dozen people trying 
to chime in their two cents. 

Today, of course, people seem 
to use computers and faxes to 
communicate and access infor¬ 
mation at least as much as the 
postal service and the telephone. 
But - and maybe I’ve just gotten 
older - the anger seems to be 
gone, and the technology that we 
have at our disposal seems almost 
to dissipate our energy, rather 
than facilitate it. 

They say the epidemic has 
passed its peak, at least among 
gay white men, so maybe every¬ 
one is just dusting off their old re¬ 
sumes and practicing their old 
service-industry skills as the AIDS 
industry shuts down and the San

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Achtenberg named SF 
Chamber of Commerce 
public policy chief

|P^ ormer San Francisco super- 
^ visor and Clinton adminis¬ 
tration appointee Roberta 
Achtenberg has been named se¬ 
nior vice president for public pol¬ 
icy of the San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce, chamber president 
and CEO Rhea Serpan an¬ 
nounced Sunday, March 16. Acht¬ 
enberg, who served as a senior ad¬ 
visor to former Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) Sec¬ 
retary Henry Cisneros, was the 
highest ranking openly lesbian of¬ 
ficial in the United States govern¬ 
ment. 

Serpan cited Achtenberg’s con¬ 
nections to the neighborhoods 
and a diversity of groups through¬ 
out the community as a “critical 
link that will serve as a uniting in¬ 
fluence. 

“This chamber and the San 
Francisco business community 
have made a commitment to 
working as a partner with the 
public sector to find new ap¬ 
proaches to solving key prob¬ 
lems,” Serpan said. “We see the 
city’s economic vitality as the cor¬ 
nerstone to a better quality of life 
for San Francisco’s residents.” 

In her new post, which starts 
this Tuesday, March 25, Achten¬ 
berg said her goals will be to help 
the chamber work to help those 
affected by welfare reform. 

“We want to put together a 
work experience program for 
people who need to move from 
welfare to work, and job training 
programs in schools that are 
sponsored by the business com¬ 
munity,” Achtenberg told the 
B.A.R. 

She said one of the things that 
led her to the chamber job was the 
“way the chamber embraced the 
domestic partner benefits law” 
passed by the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors and signed into law last year 
by Mayor Willie Brown. 

Small businesses helped 

“This is the chamber that op¬ 
posed [the anti-Affirmative Ac¬ 
tion] Proposition 209 on the 
grounds that diversity is a 
strength of the California econo-

my,” Achtenberg said. “The San 
Francisco chamber is a champion 
of small businesses. Just last week, 
the chamber announced a new 
healthcare plan that makes health 
benefits more affordable and ac¬ 
cessible to small companies - and 
which includes coverage for do¬ 
mestic partners.” 

Last Tuesday, March 11, the 
chamber announced the new 
healthcare benefits plan for its 
members. Carol Piasente, cham¬ 
ber spokeswoman, said the plan is 
effective immediately, with the 
domestic partner coverage going 
into effect June 1, in keeping with 
the deadline for companies that 
do business with the city to com¬ 
ply with the new law. 

Serpan said the new plan, 
available through Benefit Market¬ 
ing Insurance Services, will save 
small companies an average of 
five percent on their healthcare 
costs. He also said the availability 
of benefits coverage for domestic 
partners was a need expressed by 
small businesses that are chamber 
members. 

The chamber’s healthcare plan 
includes three providers: Kaiser 
Permanente, United Healthcare, 
and Blue Shield of California. 

Piasente said that 75 percent of 
the chamber’s 1,965 members 
have 50 or fewer employees. 

In announcing Achtenberg’s 
appointment, Serpan cited her ac¬ 
complishments as an elected 
member of the board of supervi¬ 


sors and being a “reform-minded 
administrator” during her suc¬ 
cessful tenure as a HUD official as 
qualifications for the challenges 
faced in San Francisco. 

“Continued business creation 
and job growth require more effi¬ 
cient government, more opportu¬ 
nities for access to skills prepara¬ 
tion and jobs, an improved infra¬ 
structure, and planning for land 
use.and development,” Serpan 
said. “These are issues Roberta 
understands and has some signif¬ 
icant experience in addressing.” 

‘A great fit’ 

For more than 15 years Acht¬ 
enberg worked as a civil rights at¬ 
torney, nonprofit director, and 
legal educator, including appoint¬ 
ments as a teaching fellow at the 
Stanford Law School and as dean 
of New College of California 
School of Law in San Francisco. 

Achtenberg served on the 
board of United Way and was 
legal director at the National Cen¬ 
ter for Lesbian Rights (NCLR). 
She lives in San Francisco with her 
partner, former municipal court 
Judge Mary C. Morgan, and their 
son, Benjamin. 

Thomas Ray, vice president 
and government liaison for the 
Golden Gate Business Association 
(GGBA), praised Achtenberg’s ap¬ 
pointment, saying, “We think it’s 
wonderful. She’s a great resource, 
and she has a real talent for grasp¬ 
ing issues. She’ll bring a sensitivi¬ 
ty to gay and lesbian issues, and 
it’s one more inroad at bringing 
gays and lesbians into the main¬ 
stream business community.” 

Mixing humor with serious¬ 
ness, Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
said, “I guess they’ll be keeping 
the toilet seat down. 

“There’s always hope she’ll 
move them to a more progressive 
way of thinking,” Ammiano said, 
adding he sees the chamber’s fo¬ 
cusing on changes in welfare as a 
positive move. 

“I think it’s a great fit and cer¬ 
tainly bodes well for San Francis¬ 
co,” NCLR Executive Director 
Kate Kendell told the B.A.R. “She’s 
a tremendously talented individ¬ 
ual who we’re lucky is back 
home.” T 


Stanford students to help at Dolores St 
Community Services during spring break

Dolores Street Community 
Services will give a unique oppor¬ 
tunity to 11 Stanford University 
students, who in turn will do 
something different during their 
upcoming spring break. On 
Thursday, March 27, while many 
of their colleagues will be spend¬ 
ing time at the beach, the Stanford 
students will take part in an “Al¬ 
ternative Spring Break” to help 
make the Mission District emer¬ 
gency housing, program a better 
place for the homeless. 

“We are delighted that these 
young people are eager to do 
something constructive during 
their spring break,” said Bob Nel¬ 
son, Dolores Street Community 


Services executive director. 

The Stanford students will 
work on maintenance projects 
such as cleaning, painting, and in¬ 
ventorying supplies. Nelson said 
there will be ample opportunity 
for the students to meet and work 
with the homeless and those who 
have been recently homeless. 

“We hope that the students 
will learn a little about what it is 
like to be homeless and in need 
within our modern society,” Nel¬ 
son said. 

Dolores Street Community 
Services operates an emergency 
housing program for homeless in¬ 
dividuals in San Francisco’s Mis¬ 
sion District. The agency’s hous¬ 
ing program provides support 
services and shelter for over 70 in¬ 
dividuals daily and 2,000 people 


annually. 

The agency relies on volun¬ 
teers and groups such as the stu¬ 
dents at Stanford University to in¬ 
crease the effectiveness of the pro¬ 
grams and to personalize its ser¬ 
vices. Nelson said the mainte¬ 
nance project such as the one next 
week will improve the quality of 
the facilities, which enhances the 
dignity and self-esteem of the 
shelter’s guests. 

Dolores Street Community 
Services was organized in 1982 as 
a multi-service agency to address 
the needs of people in the Mission 
and Castro neighborhoods. Its 
programs also include the Richard 
M. Cohen residence for homeless 
people living with HIV, and a 
community center at 938 Valencia 
Street. ▼

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HRC committee hears about sex regs

T he Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
and Transgender Advisory 
Committee of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Human Rights Commission 
(HRC) devoted the majority of its 
Tuesday, March 18 meeting to the 
discussion of Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health (DPH) regulations gov¬ 
erning the city’s sex clubs. 

The DPH recently implement¬ 
ed its “Minimum Standards for 
the Operation of Sex Clubs and 
Parties,” and several area sex clubs 
and theaters were notified earlier 
this month of the DPH’s inten¬ 
tion to implement a “proactive” 
inspection process. All but one of 
the targeted establishments serve 
a primarily gay male clientele. 

AIDS Office Director Mitch 
Katz stated that the goal of the 
DPH is to prevent as many new 
HIV infections as possible. While 
transmission rates among gay 
men have decreased relative to 
those of other populations, of the 
1,000 new infections that occur in 
a year, 650 are among gay and bi¬ 


sexual men. 

Katz emphasized that the reg¬ 
ulations were not new, but had 
been in use for at least four years. 
He said he has received “no short¬ 
age of input,” both from those 
wishing to close sex clubs alto¬ 
gether and those who wish to 
allow bathhouses with private 
rooms, and emphasized that the 
DPH has a role in regulating 
commercial business where peo¬ 
ple go to meet others to have sex 
with each other, but not places 
like hotels or hot tub facilities 
where people may go together to 
have sex in private. 

Katz believes that the majority 
of clubs will pass the planned in¬ 
spections and remain open. While 
“the reality is that most of the 
clubs are gay,” Katz emphasized 
that the policy applies equally to 
gay and non-gay establishments. 

Buzz Bense, owner of Club 
Eros, thanked the HRC for its 
support in 1989 when his 890 Fol¬ 
som club was raided by police. 
Speaking on behalf of the Coali¬ 
tion for Healthy Sex (CHS), Bense 
referred to “the monster we had 


created,” and noted that “no com¬ 
munity group has endorsed these 
regulations nor the process of in¬ 
stituting them.” Bense disagreed 
with Katz’s contention that the 
regulations were not new, point¬ 
ing out that at no time in the past 
has there been enforcement of 
monitoring. 

“Monitoring sets up problems 
between clubs patrons, operators, 
and employees,” said Bense. He 
went on to point out that “own¬ 
ers cannot be responsible for 
every act of every customer.” Club 
owners are “100 percent respon¬ 
sible for the facility,” but cus¬ 
tomers are “fully responsible for 
playing safely.” 

Dan Wohlfeiler, Education Di¬ 
rector of the Stop AIDS Project, 
stated that the sex club issue in¬ 
volves two goals - the maximiza¬ 
tion of rights and the minimiza¬ 
tion of new HIV infections. Not¬ 
ing that 250 of 361 gay men re¬ 
cently surveyed by his agency said 
they would not intervene if they 
saw someone having unsafe sex in 
a club, he asserted that unsafe be¬ 
havior is not just an issue for the 
people having sex, but could also 
have a larger public health impact. 

Prohibition never works 

Richard Carrazza of Commu¬ 
nity United for Sexual Privacy 
(CUSP) stated that monitoring 
regulations focus on negative re¬ 
inforcement, and that “prohibi¬ 
tion has never worked.” He 
claimed that “gay men need more 
opportunities to meet, socialize, 
and make love, not fewer.” Not all 
gay men have the luxury of bring- 
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Buzz Bense 


mg men to their private homes. 

That point was reiterated by 
Russ Hilkene of FTM Interna¬ 
tional, who pointed out that 
transgendered men who have sex 
with other men need private 
spaces, and that public disclosure 
is a risk. He stated that he would 
“feel more comfortable in a pri¬ 
vate room in a public club” than 
in his own or a potential partner’s 
home. 

Jonathan Klein, also of CUSP, 
asserted that the gay community 
“has a right to self-determination 
and a right to decide what kind of 
community institutions to have 
and how they operate.” Klein pos¬ 
tulated that mandatory monitor¬ 
ing may actual contribute to high¬ 
er rates of HIV transmission, be¬ 
cause it gives men the message 
that they are not personally re¬ 
sponsible, because negotiation is 
virtually impossible, and because 
sex clubs are “so unnatural” and 
unlike the setting of a private 
home. Katz replied that this was 
speculative, and noted that there 
is no reason to believe that men 


now having unsafe sex at home 
would begin to come to bath¬ 
houses to have safe sex, were they 
to reopen. 

Several participants noted that 
gay people from all over come to 
San Francisco to escape persecu¬ 
tion, and pointed out the irony 
that the city has a more draconian 
sex club policy than most other 
cities. Ronnie Burk of ACT 
UP/San Francisco stated that he 
finds it “offensive that the DPH 
insists on policing private adult 
sexual behavior.” Michael Petrelis 
noted that two new bathhouses 
recently opened in Texas, yet it is 
“impossible to get our supposed 
friends in the health department 
to wake up to the reality of AIDS 
prevention in 1997.” He urged 
greater availability of and educa¬ 
tion about the Reality internal 
condom and microbicides that 
prevent viral transmission. 

The LGBT Advisory Commit¬ 
tee decided to revisit the issue at 
their May meeting, and to consid¬ 
er issuing a recommendation re¬ 
garding the DPH standards. 

No community support 

Tuesday’s meeting comes after 
Bense’s presentation of a letter to 
the DPH at last week’s CHS meet¬ 
ing, stating the group’s opposition 
to the imposition of the new regu¬ 
lations. The letter, which was 
unanimously approved, noted that 
due to the “aborted legislative 
process” (attempting to institute 
legislation governing sex clubs), 
“public hearings on the regulations 
were not held, nor did the CHS 
have an opportunity to comment.” 
The letter concluded that “the gay 
community will not support reg¬ 
ulations that are imposed,” and 
that “we must find a way to bal¬ 
ance legitimate public health con-

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Ron Hill appointed to Health Commission

O penly gay HIV-positive res¬ 
ident Ron Hill has been ap¬ 
pointed to the San Francis¬ 
co Health Commission, Mayor 
Willie Brown’s office announced 
Monday, March 17. Hill, who will 
be sworn in Thursday, March 20, 
replaces former commissioner 
Thomas Lee Eades, who resigned 
in late January. 
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Hill said he’s excited about the 
appointment, but knows there 
will be many challenges. 

“I think I have a lot to bring to 
the Health Commission. I don’t 
know that much, but I’ll know 
more after Friday,” Hill said, refer¬ 
ring to an orientation meeting 
that has been scheduled. 

Hill, who professionally man¬ 
ages the dental practice of his part¬ 
ner Dr. Rudolf Isch, told the B.A.R. 
that he has an “incredible wellness 
outlook about HIV” and said 
there’s “a lot of need out there.” 

He said that while on the com¬ 
mission, he wants his actions to be 
“in a direction that will be helpful 
to people living with AIDS.” 

In January, both Hill and Isch 
publicly resigned their co-chair 
positions on the grand opening 
committee for Catholic Charities’

Leland Avenue AIDS housing fa¬ 
cility, over Catholic Archbishop 
William Levada’s controversial ex¬ 
emption request from San Fran¬ 
cisco’s domestic partner benefit 
law. The grand opening was can¬ 
celed, although the project 
opened last month. The archbish¬ 
op, board of supervisors, and 
mayor eventually worked out a 
compromise agreement over the 
domestic partner dispute. 

Department of Public Health 
spokeswoman Eileen Shields said 
that since the commission’s for¬ 
mation in 1985, mayors have 
adopted an unofficial protocol of 
having one of the seven commis¬ 
sion seats go to an HIV-positive 
representative. 

Hill’s first meeting on the 
commission is expected to be 
Tuesday, April 8. ▼ 


The study, released Tuesday, 
March 18 at the AIDS Update 
Conference in San Francisco, 
suggests men who engage in un¬ 
protected sex often do so because 
they rely on imprecise clues to 
guess whether their partners are 
infected. 

The study of 92 men showed 
that factors such as living condi¬

tions, physical appearance, visi¬ 
ble HIV medication, and 
whether he talked about his fu¬ 
ture are often the determining 
factors of whether to use con¬ 
doms. 

According to the study, gay 
and bisexual men in San Francis¬ 
co are highly educated about 
HIV and have adopted condoms 
into their sexual activity, but 
many find consistent condom 
use difficult. 

MacArthur Flournoy, preven¬ 
tion director of the AIDS Foun¬ 
dation, says, “We must move be¬ 
yond condom distribution and 
simple ‘use-a-condom-every- 
time’ messages that were once 
successful but are no longer 
enough.” 

Flournoy says the one-year 
anniversary of the protease in¬ 
hibitors’ approval serves as a re¬ 
minder that although the new 
drugs are promising, prevention 
is the only sure protection 
against HIV. 

Officials with the AIDS Foun¬ 
dation say the results will offer a 
model for fighting the estimated 
40,000 new infections annually 
nationwide. 

The California Department of 
Health Services says it will likely 
record the 100,000th AIDS case 
by the end of this month. ▼ 
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DPH, supes agree on need 
for expanded condom distribution 

Ask your favorite bartender for a demonstration

S an Francisco officials agree 
the city should have a wide¬ 
spread condom distribution 
program, and a Thursday, March 
13 hearing about making rubbers 
available at bars ended with 
members of a supervisors’ com¬ 
mittee committed to appropriat¬ 
ing the funds for the HIV preven¬ 
tion effort in next year’s budget. 

Supervisor Leslie Katz, who 
called the hearing, told the Bay 
Area Reporter she will work at al¬ 
locating as much as $150,000 in 
next year’s public health budget 
to expand the program, so that as 
many as 900,000 condoms could 
be distributed at hundreds of 
businesses. 

Health officials and Katz em¬ 
phasized that distributing con¬ 
doms to bars and clubs through¬ 
out the year is not the only 
means of preventing HIV trans¬ 
mission; however, all agreed at 
the hearing that having the bars 
provide prophylactics is “a very 
important part” of the city’s 
AIDS prevention efforts. 

Katz, who has asked the De¬ 
partment of Public Health 
(DPH) for a widespread condom 
distribution plan since last Octo¬ 
ber, said she was pleased with the 
hearing. 

“I think we’ll see significant 
movement. There has been a lot 


of rhetoric, and at the hearing 
there were some very good sug¬ 
gestions. Next year’s budget is 
coming up, and I’m more than 
prepared to see money gets in¬ 
cluded,” Katz told the B.A.R. 
“The health department is work¬ 
ing on a plan, and we’re working 
on getting the money.” 

Katz was also pleased that city 
officials, community agencies, 
and activists were all represented, 
and were now listening to one 
another. 

Speaker ‘astounded’ 

The DPH estimates 230 bars 
and clubs in the city serve either a 
largely gay and bisexual clientele 
or other groups at high risk for 
HIV. In July, the Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject will begin a condom distrib¬ 
ution program targeting 20 city 
bars. Advocates of wider latex dis¬ 
tribution have pointed to the 
need for rubbers to be in all the 
bars every day, and not only dur¬ 
ing gay pride festivities in June. 

At last week’s hearing, sugges¬ 
tions were made about other 
possible sites where condoms 
could be distributed, including 
places that could reach queer 
youth and communities of color. 

Some speakers expressed sur¬ 
prise that the topic even had to 
be addressed in 1997 in San 
Francisco. Katz herself pointed to 
cities such as Seattle, Cincinnati, 
and Washington DC, all of which 


have condom programs that tar¬ 
get bars in those cities. 

Larry Saxxon, an aide to Su¬ 
pervisor Amos Brown, asked why 
Katz has not seemed to get sup¬ 
port for the widespread distribu¬ 
tion program. He said Katz can 
expect support from Brown get¬ 
ting the funding for expanded 
condom distribution. 

“Our office is astounded that 
Supervisor Katz has not gotten 
the impact [to her proposal], and 
why there is resistance to provid¬ 
ing condoms in San Francisco 
bars,” Saxxon said, adding a re¬ 
cent Harvard University survey 
shows that the HIV infection rate 
is not abating in the African- 
American community. “We’re 
concerned there are systemic im¬ 
pediments. In 1997, we shouldn’t 
have to have this discussion.” 

Norm Nickens, assistant di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Office, en¬ 
couraged the supervisors to es¬ 
tablish a broad program that 
would include outreach and con¬ 
dom distribution to communi¬ 
ties of color. Katz and Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano concurred com¬ 
pletely with his statement. 

Katz said that an idea brought 
to her attention after the hearing 
was the possibility of including 
hair salons in condom distribu¬ 
tion efforts, as has been done 
successfully to reach the African- 
American community in South 
Carolina. She observed that it is 


a particularly good way to reach 
people who don’t frequent the 
bar scene. 

Demos in bars? 

Ammiano, who started the 
hearing by announcing, “This is 
where the rubber hits the road, 
folks,” suggested there could be 
demonstrations of how to put on 
a condom at the bars. 

“It’s allowable under the law. 
It would have a little erotic ap¬ 
peal, but it would be education¬ 
al,” Ammiano said. 

Representatives of the Stop 
AIDS Project agreed with Ammi¬ 
ano that education as well as 
condom distribution is impor¬ 
tant. Steve Gibson with Stop 
AIDS Project said that in the last 
five months the agency distrib¬ 
uted 50,000 condoms to 60 busi¬ 
nesses that serve primarily gay 
clientele; more then 40 of those 
were bars in the Castro, South of 
Market, and Polk neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

Some businesses, such as Club 
Townsend, go through a lot of 
condoms. When singer Debbie 
Harry performed, over 6,000 
condoms were distributed, Gib¬ 
son said. During an average 
weekend, over 2,000 rubbers may 
be distributed there. 

He added that many bar own¬ 
ers see condom distribution as a 
way they can help prevent HIV, 
and most want to help. There are 


some owners, however, who feel 
it’s not their place to talk about 
their customers’ sex lives, and 
some view giving out condoms as 
doing just that. Where the con¬ 
doms are in the bars also makes 
a difference. Condoms readily 
available on the counter are more 
likely to be taken because the 
customers don’t have to ask for 
them and the employees don’t 
have to say anything about them. 

Todd Swindell of ACT 
UP/San Francisco said condoms 
are not currently available in bars 
and clubs here, and “to get [free] 
condoms, you have to make an 
appointment with a nurse.” 

He added many people, par¬ 
ticularly young people, don’t feel 
comfortable talking about the 
subject. 

And that’s really one of Katz’s 
main objectives for the city pro¬ 
viding free latex all of the time: to 
make condoms part of the social 
fabric, so that safer sex will be 
discussed more openly, and so 
that after a night of partying, gay 
or bisexual men who meet can 
grab a couple of rubbers on their 
way out the door. 

As she said at last week’s hear¬ 
ing, if just one case of HIV/AIDS 
is prevented by spending 
$150,000 for widespread condom 
distribution, the program will 
have saved the city money, it 
costs about $150,000 to treat a 
person with AIDS. ▼ 
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Team SF’s financial fumble 

New board installs corrective changes amid criminal investigation

I he next meeting of Team San 
Francisco’s members, this 
Sunday, March 23, should be 
productive - and probably con¬ 
troversial. The organization’s new 
board members will reveal many 
new plans for the forthcoming 
Gay Games V in Amsterdam, most 
of them very encouraging for both 
athletes and fans. 

Unfortunately, they’ll also re¬ 
veal some details of a case of fi¬ 
nancial mismanagement and the 
alleged embezzlement of several 
thousand dollars from the organi¬ 
zation’s funds. 

In a meeting with the Bay Area 
Reporter , new Team SF co-chairs 
Lisa LeBreque and Marcus Valera 
revealed their plan to discuss the 
financial problem openly with 
Team SF members, within the 
boundaries of some problematic 
legal wrangling. Due to an im¬ 
pending investigation, many of 
the details of the case cannot be 
revealed, including the identity of 
the alleged perpetrator, and the 
amount taken. 

Over the course of what may 
have been the past year, a board 
member of Team SF allegedly ex¬ 
tracted funds from the group’s 
treasury and “inappropriately used 
Team SF assets for personal use.” 
Team SF was forced to file criminal 
charges over the allegations. 

Due to the incomplete finan¬ 
cial statements, it is unclear even 
to board members how much 


money was actually taken. 

LeBreque and Valera said that 
simple trust among board mem¬ 
bers, common in community- 
based non-profit organizations, 
prevented any security measures 
from being enacted. No one else 
on the board noticed the discrep¬ 
ancies, since the account books 
appeared to be accurate. 

“It seems like there was an at¬ 
tempt to repay the money before 
it was found,” said LeBreque, “but 
this person encountered hard 
times, and couldn’t do it, then fi¬ 
nally came clean.” She stressed 
that the funds were taken without 
the consent or knowledge of any 
other board member. 

Systems have now been insti¬ 
tuted to prevent a similar situa¬ 
tion from happening again, in¬ 
cluding the computerization of 
the accounts, and a three-person 
process of signing checks and 
handling funds. 

Despite the problems, the 
group is pushing on toward ac¬ 
complishing the goals of Gay 
Games, and organized queer ath¬ 
letics in general. “The difficult 
part is that we are a new board 
having to make this announce¬ 
ment,” said Valera. It is their hope 
that with a clear stating of the 
facts, Team SF members and ad¬ 
ministrators will move toward a 
resolution. 

Other changes 

However, according to Team 
SF’s by-laws, the board member 
who allegedly took the money can-

not be removed from the board 
unless there is a conviction. “It’s 
been confidential up to now,” said 
Lebreque, “basically because we 
wanted to investigate further be¬ 
fore telling our members. With the 
meeting coming up, this was de¬ 
termined to be the best and earliest 
opportunity.” A letter about the al¬ 
leged theft, along with the Team SF 
newsletter, was sent out this week. 

This comes in the wake of 
some other shifts in Team SF. 

“The male co-chair has been a 
position in a state of flux,” said Le- 
Breque. “We went through two 
last year; one was voted out, and 
the other resigned.” Mark Brown, 
elected in January 1996, left after 
over half a year. He was replaced 
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by Dave Wagner. 

Valera, the new co-chair, hopes 
to remain in the position for at 
least the duration of the next Gay 
Games. “It’s certainly challeng¬ 
ing,” he said. Among the new re¬ 
sponsibilities are getting a new 
website up and overseeing the 
group’s quarterly newsletter, 
which is mailed to members. 

Also, Susan Kennedy only re¬ 
cently stepped down from her 
nine-year post as co-chair of Team 
SF. She is currently president of 
the Federation of Gay Games. 

The federation, which main¬ 
tains Gay Games as an entity, has 
also seen changes, particularly in 
adjusting to having a European 
host for the first time. Although 
not connected financially or orga¬ 
nizationally, Team SF, like many 
worldwide, is a member organiza¬ 
tion of the federation, and com¬ 
municates regularly with federa¬ 
tion officials. 

“We’re a direct link to the fed¬ 
eration,” Lebreque mentioned. 
“We go to the annual meetings, 
participate on committees, and 
funnel the information that way.” 

LeBreque earned a gold medal 


in figure skating at Gay Games 
’94. Through her business, Le- 
Breque Publishing, she produced 
the colorful book Unity: A Cele¬ 
bration of Gay Games IV and 
Stonewall 25, the only publication 
to document fully all the sports 
and results of Gay Games IV. 

Getting to Europe, and 
down Market Street 

This will be the first time Gay 
Games will take place out of 
North America. “We have consis¬ 
tently been the largest sport team 
at any Gay Games,” Lebreque 
mentioned. For 1994’s New York 
event, Team SF’s numbers ap¬ 
proached 500. 

“Europe’s going to be more 
challenging,” said Lebreque. “It’s 
going to be a lot more work. We’re 
going to have to be a lot more cre¬ 
ative to get the volume discounts.” 

One of the announcements is 
that the San Francisco travel 
agency Now, Voyager has been se¬ 
lected as the official travel agent 
for Gay Games ’98. Team SF is 
working to assist athletes and fans 
who will inevitably plan European 
trips to other countries before or 
after Gay Games V. A tentative 
three-tiered plan is being honed 
now for people looking to travel 
luxury, middle class, or economy. 
Athlete housing will range from 
dorms and shared housing to 
more luxury hotel accommoda¬ 
tions, for those wishing to 
splurge. 

LeBreque stressed that excep¬ 
tional discounts will be available 
for those planning under the 
group rates - and warned, “Two 
wholesale travel agents in Europe 
already bought out most of the 
other hotel rooms.” 

Valera mentioned that it would 
be best if at least one representa¬ 
tive from each of the 30 different 
teams or individual sports were 
present at each meeting. That way, 
the diversity of needs and opin-

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Migden’s new bills 
would provide health 
coverage to gays, 
expand PWAs’ coverage

an Francisco Assembly- 
woman Carole Migden has 
%|F introduced bills that would 
extend healthcare coverage to les¬ 
bian and gay couples and fully 
fund the AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program (ADAP) for eligible 
people living with AIDS. The bills 
are expected to be heard in com¬ 
mittees next month. She has also 
introduced a third bill, to make it 
easier for PWAs who are in re¬ 
mission to return to the work¬ 
force without losing MediCal 
benefits. 

The assemblywoman said the 
bill that would provide health 
coverage to lesbian and gay cou¬ 
ples is a step toward meeting the 
need for universal healthcare. “All 
people should have access to 
healthcare,” she said. “My bill 
moves toward this goal by elimi¬ 
nating the barriers to healthcare 
experienced by domestic part¬ 
ners.” 

Migden, who has long been 
involved in legislation related to 
AIDS, including additional fund¬ 
ing for the state’s ADAP program 
last year, said it’s important that 
people living with AIDS (PWAs) 
have access to new drugs and 
treatments, many of which are 


cost prohibitive. The proposed 
legislation would provide full 
funding for AIDS drugs to ensure 
that lives are not shortened as a 
result of limited access to new 
medications as they become 
available. 

“If the state doesn’t provide 
full funding for AIDS drugs, the 
quality of life for people living 
with AIDS will be endangered, 
and communities could face 
huge budget gaps that could leave 
people without the most effective 
drugs,” Migden said. 

Migden’s legislation was in¬ 
troduced in late February as three 
separate bills: 

• AB 967 provides for full 
funding of ADAP, a state pro¬ 
gram that helps PWAs purchase 
the new protease inhibitor drugs; 

• AB 1099 creates “transition¬ 
al MediCal” for PWAs who are in 
remission, but who fear return¬ 
ing to the workforce because they 
would lose their Medi-Cal bene¬ 
fits; and 

• AB 1059 requires health insur¬ 
ance companies and health main¬ 
tenance organizations (HMOs) to 
provide health insurance coverage 
to lesbian and gay couples. The bill 
will need to be amended to create a 
domestic partners registry for the 
purposes of providing healthcare 
coverage. ▼

ties Union, and Delaine Easton, 
Superintendent of Public Instruc¬ 
tion, to the Friends Committee on 
Legislation of California. 

Speaking in opposition, a rep¬ 
resentative of a religious college 
attempted to say the bill is a threat 
to First Amendment freedoms, 
and Gary Creep, an attorney who 
successfully opposed the CLAS 
educational testing two years ago, 
raised the issue that the bill does 
not define sexual orientation - 
and presented the scenario that if 
the bill passed, somehow a pe¬ 
dophile teacher or student could 
be protected and exempt from 
censure. He also expressed fears 
that the bill will cause a great 
number of lawsuits, and that it 
could possibly give sexual orien¬ 


tation minority status. 

The Committee on Moral 
Concerns and the Capitol Re¬ 
source Institute supported the 
opposition stance. Assembly- 
member Debra Bowen, D-Tor- 
rance, took Creep on and was in 
the process of dismantling 
Creep’s arguments - “Is discrimi¬ 
nation against anyone an intru¬ 
sion on your First Amendment 
right to free speech?” - when the 
chair, Lampert, intervened and 
called for the vote. 

The atmosphere seemed al¬ 
most distrustful as committee 
members wanted “a stake in the 
ground,” i.e., assurances that bill 
language would be changed on 
the spot and fine-tuned later. 
When that was done and the first 
vote taken, two Democrats play¬ 
ing to their conservative districts 
- Dennis Cardoza of Turlock and 
Sally Havice of Artesia - voted no. 
Their votes, plus abstentions by 
Los Angeles Democrat Wally 
Knox and Campbell Republican 


Jim Cuneen, put the bill on call. 

Later, despite Sheldon’s pas¬ 
sionate hallway entreaties, 
Cuneen, a moderate Republican, 
voted yes. He was joined by Knox, 
and AB 101 passed out of its first 
committee and is scheduled to be 
heard in Assembly Education on 
April 2. 

Laurie McBride, Executive Di¬ 
rector of LIFE, said, “We are ec¬ 
static at today’s outcome; the rad¬ 
ical right with all of their rhetoric 
and misrepresentation of the bill 
weren’t able to prevail, as they did 
in 1996. 

“We’re confident that this bill 
is sound public policy, and in this 
new climate is finally being recog¬ 
nized as such.” ▼

Rough and tumble world 

One thing Parker has noticed 
about her new boss is his concern 
for fairness and treating people 
with respect. 

“He tries to get along with 
everyone. At his businesses he has 
gay and lesbian employees; I don’t 
think he thought anything about 
it,” Parker said, referring to her 
being openly lesbian. 

Newsom, for his part, said 
right after his appointment that 
he was embarrassed by the atten¬ 
tion focused on his sexual orien¬ 
tation. “I hope to be known for 
more than that. 


“I’m a complete Affirmative 
Action candidate,” Newsom said 
last week, referring to the widely 
reported fact that Brown was 
looking for a straight white male 
to fill Shelley’s term, which runs 
through November 1998. 

Newsom has already entered 
the sometimes rough and tumble 
world of gay politics in the city; he 
appeared at the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian/Gay/Bisexual Democratic 
Club’s February 25 meeting. Al¬ 
though some accounts of the 
meeting say club members were 
“underwhelmed” with Newsom, 
he and Parker insist the meeting 
went well. 

“Gavin was asked a lot of 
tough questions. But people have 
called and said they were very im¬ 
pressed,” Parker said. “Some peo¬ 
ple are going to make assump¬ 
tions, and that isn’t fair. But it cer¬ 
tainly isn’t the first time and won’t 


be the last.” 

The new supervisor said he’s 
not about to ignore his political as¬ 
sociations or leave them out when 
he speaks before various groups. 

“I was completely relaxed,” 
Newsom said of the Milk Club 
meeting. “What upset them is my 
honest response of who I am. I’m 
not going to lie. John Burton and 
I don’t agree on every issue, but I 
respect John Burton.” 

Newsom also said he’s learned 
something in the few weeks he’s 
been a supervisor; there are a lot 
of meetings with lobbyists. 

“I have ten meetings a day, and 
half of them are with lobbyists. 
They are so skilled and educated 
[on their positions], they are able 
to persuade,” Newsom said, 
adding he’s now implemented a 
policy for those lobbyists; they 
don’t see Newsom until the other 
side is also represented. ▼

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income statements, prepared 
fraudulent California and federal 
tax returns - and then had the in¬ 
come tax refunds mailed to his 
address. 

Coletti allegedly obtained ac¬ 
cess to some of the social security 
numbers through his ownership 
of the Galleon Restaurant. The in¬ 
dictment also names other places 
of employment, including several 
temporary employment agencies 
and other venues where Coletti 
would have had access to the in¬ 
formation while employed as a 
bookkeeper. 


Coletti was an owner of the 
Galleon during part of the fraud 
scheme, but that property was 
seized with his San Francisco res¬ 
idence in the early 1990s. It was 
sold after a real estate manage¬ 
ment firm sued Coletti in civil 
court for embezzling an estimat¬ 
ed $2.5 million in assets through 
dummy invoices, altered checks, 
and other practices, while serving 
as the firm’s bookkeeper. 

‘A blight on the 
community’ 

Coletti made about $75,000 in 
the tax fraud scheme, but could 
have netted $200,000 if he had not 
been caught, according to sources. 
The IRS was tipped off to the 


scheme by the volume of refund 
checks going to Coletti’s address. 

Coletti used the bank account 
of Fantastic Realities, a San Fran¬ 
cisco business, to cash and dis¬ 
burse 13 of 30 federal refund 
checks to himself or others. 

According to the indictment, 
Fantastic Realities owner Audrey 
Joseph, a well-known entertain¬ 
ment promoter in the lesbian and 
gay community, would also sign 
checks to Coletti and others from 
the funds deposited in her ac¬ 
count. 

Attorney Nanci Clarence told 
the Bay Area Reporter that Joseph 
is as much a victim of Coletti’s 
crimes as the men whose identi¬ 
ties he used to defraud the federal 
government. 

“Ms. Joseph and her business 
have been damaged by her associ¬ 
ation with him,” Clarence said. 
“These kinds of crimes are a 
blight on the community. The fact 
that he manipulated all the people 
around him doubles the tragedy.” 

Coletti was described by law 
enforcement sources as “pretty 
surprised” when he was arrested 
at his San Carlos residence at 7:30 
a.m. by armed Internal Revenue 
Service agents. 

Sources claim that evidence at 
the trial will also show that Colet¬ 
ti kept a detailed log of his vic¬ 
tims. 

Coletti faces an estimated eight 
to 16 months in a federal prison if 
convicted on the charges. ▼

Judge dismisses pot charges 
against Southern Cal. PWA

Los Angeles Municipal 
Court judge dismissed drug 
charges against a person 
with AIDS Monday, March 17 in 
what defense attorneys called the 
first test case of California’s voter- 
approved Proposition 215, which 
provides for the use of marijuana 
for medicinal purposes. 


Now, lawyers representing 35- 
year-old defendant Willie Perkins 
say they are waiting to see if the 
federal government takes any ac¬ 
tion in light of Judge Kristie 
Lousteau’s ruling. 

Proposition 215 was approved 
last November by 56 percent of the 
state’s voters, and legalizes the culti¬ 
vation and use of marijuana when 
approved by a physician to relieve 
pain and suffering. But it conflicts 


with federal statutes that bar doc¬ 
tors from prescribing the drug. 

Perkins had his doctors’ ap¬ 
proval to use marijuana when he 
was stopped while walking home 
last year with a bag of pot. 

Deputy City Attorney Jerry 
Baik says, “This case was dis¬ 
missed based upon the informa¬ 
tion that the doctors provided, 
based upon the spirit of the Cali¬ 
fornia law.” 


Perkins said he’s pleased with 
the judge’s decision. “I feel that 
[for] people who need medical 
marijuana, it’s a necessity for 
them to take it like any other drug 
that’s prescribed,” he said. 

Perkins’ lawyer, openly gay 
legal activist John Duran, says 
the case is the “first test case of a 
patient” involving Proposition 
215. ▼

Sacto senior kids in drag fight 
with the principal of the thing

pW our students and a TV cam- 
erawoman were arrested 
m during a cross-dressing 
melee at Sacramento’s Bella Vista 
High School this month. 

For a number of years, schools 
have celebrated “Sadie Hawkins 
Day” based on the old Li’l Abner 
cartoon, when girls are supposed 
to ask boys to a dance. Somehow, 
over the years, Sadie Hawkins Day 
has evolved into “Twerp Day” at 
Bella Vista, featuring a rally and a 
dance. According to a school offi¬ 
cial, boys and girls attending the 
Twerp Dance dress alike, in simi¬ 
lar outfits or T-shirts. 

However, this year’s Twerp 
Rally, which showed the student 


government boys dressed like the 
girl cheerleaders and drill team, 
caused school principal Jim Reidt 
to crack down. According to a 
school source, the boys’ parody of 
the cheerleaders and drill team 
was “getting out of hand.” 

Reidt said the drag act was not 
the problem, but that the boys’ 
gestures and actions “were getting 
into some issues that border on 
harassment. 

“We as an educational institu¬ 
tion cannot support that,” he said. 

Reidt banned the cross-dress¬ 
ing routines, and student body 
president Kendra Baker canceled 
the rally. “The.whole pep rally is 
based on it [cross-dressing],” 
Baker said. 

News of the cancellation 
prompted about 200 students to 


walk out of the school Tuesday, 
March 11, at 11 a.m. The students 
held up traffic on Madison Av¬ 
enue, a busy main artery, as two 
dozen sheriff’s deputies and Cali¬ 
fornia Highway Patrol responded 
to the scene. Boys in halters and 
girls in ties performed skits, but 
students were quickly herded back 
to the school stadium. 

However, when television re¬ 
porters appeared, students again 
surged out of the stadium to mug 
for the cameras. School officials 
moved the media across the street, 
and the four uncooperative stu¬ 
dents and the TV camerawoman 
were then arrested. 

The Twerp Dance was held on 
Friday evening and was “without 
incident.” ▼ 


'Adult' newspapers find 
no fans in Supreme Court

T he United States Supreme Court has let stand a lower-court 
ruling upholding California’s ban on sales of “adult” print¬ 
ed material from vending machines in public places. 
Publishers and distributors of adult newspapers say the cost of 
having an adult supervise the newsracks would be prohibitive, and 
the law discriminates against them without furthering a “com¬ 
pelling” state interest. 

One of the companies challenging the law, Zack Distributors, 
estimates it would cost more than $5,8 million yearly to supervise 
its 135 newsracks. 

Zack and newspaper publishers filed suit against the state law 
in U.S. District Court in Los Angeles shortly before the law be¬ 
came effective in 1995. 

A federal judge at first issued an injunction barring enforce¬ 
ment of the law, saying it inhibited constitutionally protected 
speech. But after a trial, the judge ruled the other way, saying that 
the ban on unsupervised sales was not “content-based.” 

When a federal appeals court affirmed, the companies asked 
the Supreme Court for review. The justices denied review Mon¬ 
day, March 17 without comment. ▼

Health experts blast 
GOP HIV proposal

A IDS activists across the 
country are denouncing a 
proposal by Republican 
Congressman Tom Coburn of 
Oklahoma to create a national 
reporting system of people with 
HIV. 

In order to force state compli¬ 
ance with his bill, Coburn pro¬ 
poses that federal Medicaid 
funds be withheld from states 
that do not implement its provi¬ 
sions. These federal resources, 
when pooled with state Medicaid 
funding, finance basic healthcare 
services for approximately 37 
million Americans, including 53 
percent of adults and 90 percent 
of children living with AIDS. 

Coburn describes his bill, the 
so-called HIV Prevention Act of 
1997, as “sound medical prac¬ 
tice,” but experts on the disease 
disagree. 

“In reality, none of the provi¬ 
sions have anything to do with 
preventing the spread of HIV,” 
said Aimee Berenson, director of 
government affairs for Washing¬ 
ton, DC-based AIDS Action 
Council. “The only way to pre¬ 
vent people from becoming in¬ 
fected with HIV is to provide 
them with straightforward infor¬ 
mation about how HIV is trans¬ 
mitted and how they can modify 
behaviors that may put them at 
risk. 

“This bill does nothing to ad¬ 
dress prevention at all. Instead, 
Representative Coburn is pro¬ 
moting a hodgepodge of coercive

testing-related policies, under the 
pretense that identifying people 
who are HIV-positive, in and of 
itself, will somehow prevent oth¬ 
ers from being infected.” 

The San Francisco-based 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel and 
the Women’s AIDS Network said 
in a joint statement, “This puni¬ 
tive bill is a collection of long- 
discarded right-wing attempts to 
refocus successful HIV preven¬ 
tion efforts toward a political 
agenda that is about control, co¬ 
ercion, and keeping track of 
every person infected with HIV. 
Representative Coburn’s legisla¬ 
tion is dangerous and absolutely 
unacceptable to AIDS advocates, 
women’s groups focused on sex¬ 
ual assault, and public health and 
prevention experts around the 


country.” 

Observing that Coburn also 
authored last year’s bill that man¬ 
dated testing of newborn infants 
- and saying that bill “is actually 
mandatory testing of childbear¬ 
ing women” - ALRP and WAN 
denounced the new measure as 
“another mean-spirited mecha¬ 
nism.” 

Miguelina Maldonado, the di¬ 
rector of government relations 
and policy for the National Mi¬ 
nority AIDS Coalition, said, 
“Contrary to the misleading 
characterization by its author as 
a comprehensive proposal to cur¬ 
tail the spread of the virus, the 
act will, in fact, undermine the 
best approach to HIV prevention 
and control developed by experts 
in public health and healthcare 
over the last 15 years.” 

Coburn told reporters that his 
bill is good for HIV-positive peo¬ 
ple because it forces them to 
learn their status as soon as pos¬ 
sible, so they can take advantage 
of new, life-prolonging treat¬ 
ments. 

AIDS experts say the public 
would be better served by Repre¬ 
sentative Nancy Pelosi’s “Com¬ 
prehensive HIV Prevention Act 
of 1997.” Despite the similar 
sounding names, the bills are 
vastly different in their ap¬ 
proaches, activists and advocates 
say, with Pelosi’s proposal based 
on sound HIV prevention tech¬ 
niques learned over the last 15 
years of the epidemic. 

Pelosi, a San Francisco Demo¬ 
crat, is expected to introduce her 
bill this week in Congress. ▼ 


Police arrest 30 gay activists at 
New York City St Patrick's Day parade

A bout 100 demonstrators 
from the Irish Lesbian and 
Gay Organization blocked 
the parade route at New York’s 
annual St. Patrick’s Day parade 
Monday, March 17, protesting a 
ban that prevents them from 
marching. Thirty demonstrators 
were arrested for taking part in 
the protest. 

For several years, the Irish 


Lesbian and Gay Organization 
has lobbied for the right to 
march as a group, something pa¬ 
rade organizers have refused to 
allow. The Ancient Order of Hi¬ 
bernians, which holds the permit 
for the parade, successfully ar¬ 
gued in court that the normally 
beer-soaked celebration is a “re¬ 
ligious procession” of sorts, so 
they were justified in excluding 
gay and lesbian marchers. 

Mayor Rudolph Giuliani 
marched in the parade again this 


year, and defended the exclusion 
of the gay group by telling the 
press that those marchers couio 
participate in the annual gay 
pride celebration instead. 

Meanwhile, Boston Mayor 
Thomas Menino refused to 
march in that city’s St. Patrick’s 
Day parade because organizers 
have excluded gay groups from 
taking part. Menino says he 
made a decision three years ago 
not to march, and wants to re¬ 
main consistent. ▼

Supreme Court refuses abortion protest case

I n a victory for abortion 
rights advocates, the 
Supreme Court has refused 
to review a 36-foot protest-buffer 
zone protecting a women’s clinic 
in Vallejo, California. 

The zone, set up by a judge, 
keeps protesters across a four- 
lane highway from the clinic 
sidewalk. 

Three justices, led by Justice 
Antonin Scalia, vehemently dis¬ 
sented from the court’s refusal to 
review Monday, March 17. 

The Supreme Court had with¬ 
held action in the California case 
until it handed down a decision 
in an upstate New York case last 
month. 

In the February decision, the 


Supreme Court ruled 8-1 that a 
judge’s power to protect clinic 
patients and staff from disruptive 
protesters is limited. 

The court majority said a 
judge could not set up “floating” 
buffer zones that kept abortion 
protesters completely apart from 
their targets. 

But the justices also ruled 6-3 
that a 15-foot, fixed protest- 
buffer zone was constitutional. 

In late February, based on the 
New York decision, the justices 
summarily threw out rulings that 
upheld laws preventing disrup¬ 
tive abortion protesters from 
confronting patients and staff in 
Phoenix, Ariz., and the state of 
Colorado. 

Scalia, joined by Justices An¬ 
thony Kennedy and Clarence 
Thomas, argued in dissent Mon¬ 


day that the lower-court ruling 
supporting the judge’s protest- 
buffer zone in the California case 
also should have been thrown 
out. All three dissenting judges 
describe themselves as Roman 
Catholics. 

Scalia says the decision in the 
New York case “was correct, and 
today’s denial of [review] smiles 
upon injustice to those [protesters 
in the California case]. ... I dis¬ 
sent.” 

Last year Scalia also authored 
a lengthy and vehement dissent 
to the Supreme Court’s finding in 
Romer v. Evans , which found 
Colorado’s Amendment 2 was an 
unconstitutional affront to the 
rights of lesbians and gays. 
Thomas has never dissented 
from Scalia during his tenure on 
the bench. ▼

W here do T-cells come 
from? The answer to this 
question has become in¬ 
creasingly important with the ar¬ 
rival of highly-active antiretrovi¬ 
ral therapy (HAART), also called 
“triple cocktails.” Combinations 
of anti-HIV drugs that include 
the potent new protease in¬ 
hibitors have suppressed virus 
levels in the blood by up to 1000- 
fold. People on HAART often see 
improvements in health, includ¬ 
ing weight gain, alleviation of 
symptoms of HIV infection, and 
resolution of various oppor¬ 
tunistic infections. HAART also 
appears to increase short-term 
survival for people with ad¬ 
vanced AIDS. 

HAART can also cause helper 
T-cell counts (“CD4 counts”) to 
go up, sometimes quite dramati¬ 
cally. The average increase, how¬ 
ever, seems to be only about 200 
points. (Remember that CD4 
counts in healthy, HIV-negative 
people fall in the range of 500- 
1500 cells per cubic millimeter of 
blood. Problems with immunity 
start appearing once CD4 counts 
fall below 500/mm3. The CDC 
has defined AIDS to include CD4 
counts below 200/mm3, and this 
is when the risk of serious oppor¬ 
tunistic infections is greatest.) If 
the drugs suppress active HIV re¬ 


production to the point where it’s 
nearly undetectable, why don’t 
CD4 counts recover to normal 
levels? And does this mean the 
immune system hasn’t really re¬ 
covered normal function? 

The answer to these questions 
remains a puzzle, but several 
groups of researchers have 
turned up evidence that HIV 
profoundly disrupts the body’s 
system for producing and main¬ 
taining T-cell levels. For example, 
Dr. Mario Roederer of Stanford 
has published data showing that 
even in asymptomatic disease, 
when T-cell levels appear to be 
holding relatively steady, the pro¬ 
portion of cells that are “naive” 
(freshly made by the body) goes 
down dramatically. The naive 
cells are squeezed out by older 
“memory” cells. 

This naive/memory T-cell 
shift points to a severe alteration 
in how the body makes and 
maintains T-cell counts. If we 
better understand these disrup¬ 
tions, we may be able to find 
treatments to bring counts back 
up to normal levels. To under¬ 
stand the problem, we have to 
start with the thymus. 

Military academy 
for T-cells 

T-cells (and their cousins, B- 
cells) are bom in the bone marrow. 
The B-cells stay in the marrow, 
where they develop and mature 
(“B” stands for “bone marrow”). 


The cells that will grow up to be 
mature T-cells must leave their 
home in the bone marrow and 
travel to an organ called the thy¬ 
mus (“T” stands for “thy¬ 
mus”). The thymus is like 
a schoolhouse for T- 
cells. Shaped like an ( 
upside-down “V”, the 
thymus sits in the chest, 
over the heart and just 
under the breastbone. In 
infants and children, it 
is very large, covering 
most of the upper 
chest cavity. In adults, 
however, the thymus 
is much smaller, about the size of a 
small child’s fist. 

Once in the thymus, the “pre- 
”T-cells are “trained” by the thy¬ 
mus to recognize foreign in¬ 
vaders. T-cells that fail this test 
are killed off (this is a lot tougher 
than kindergarten!). In a second 
test, T-cells must show that they 
will not attack the body’s own tis¬ 
sues. T-cells that fail this test are 
also killed. The few T-cells that 
pass these tests are released into 
the blood. There are two types: 
CD4 (helper) T-cells are like the 
generals of the immune system, 
recognizing foreign invaders and 
giving orders to other immune 
cells to destroy the infections. 
CD8 (killer) T-cells are like hand- 
to-hand combat soldiers. Like 
most other immune cells, they 
take orders from the CD4 cells. 

Let’s continue the military 
metaphor. If our immune system 
is like an army, and CD4 cells are 
like the generals of the army, then 
the thymus is like our military 
academy. When CD4 and CD8 
cells are released from the acade¬ 
my, they are rookies: fully trained, 
but not having seen any action. 
They are “naive.” 

Each T-cell has been trained to 
recognize one specific target. 
They circulate the body looking 
for this target, and if they see it, 
they become ‘'activated.” A cell on 
“active duty” will make more 
copies of itself, and these copies 
fight off the invader. Some of the 
copies hang around after the ac¬ 
tion is over. These “veterans,” on 
“reserve duty,” have seen action, 
and wait around in case the 
enemy shows up again. These vet¬ 
erans are “memory” T-cells. 

The production of fresh re¬ 
cruits for our immune “army” is 
obviously very important, espe¬ 
cially if cells are getting killed off 
by an enemy like HIV. Remember 
that each T-cell is trained for a 
specific target. Think of it this 
way: Suppose we’re fighting a war 
in Europe. We want some gener¬ 
als who can speak Italian, some 
who can speak French, others 
German - we never know what 
enemy we might have to fight 
next, so we need a little of every¬ 
thing. We make sure that in each 
class graduating from our acade¬ 
my, we have rookies that speak all 
of the different languages. 


Now, let’s say that in the course 
of ravaging our T-cells, HIV kills 
off all of the cells that fight a par¬ 
ticular infection. Think of an 
army, fighting in Germany, that 
has lost all its German- 
speaking generals. The 
army is in big trouble - 
unless some “naive” 
German-speaking 
rookies come in. They 
can replace the Ger¬ 
man-speaking com¬ 
manders who were 
killed off, and the 
army can keep fight¬ 
ing. Naive cells may 
serve as fresh recruits to replace 
memory cells lost in action. 

Thymus function in adults 

The thymus is very active in 
children, pumping out an estimat¬ 
ed billion naive T-cells per day. 
This makes sense, since children 
are building up an immune system 
from scratch. Kids get all kinds of 
“childhood” diseases, like chicken 
pox. Adults, having encountered 
chicken pox before, have memory 
cells that fight off the chicken pox 
virus and keep them from getting a 
full-blown infection. Their “veter- 
memory T-cells are on patrol. 
Until recently, there was a con¬ 
sensus that the thymus did not 
function in adults. Adults who 
have their thymuses removed do 
not become immune deficient, 
for example. In other experi¬ 
ments, thymic tissue from adult 
mice did not restore immune 
function when transplanted into 
immune-deficient mice, suggest¬ 
ing that tissue from adult animals 
is not functional. 

There is some evidence, howev¬ 
er, that the thymus does continue 
some level of function in at least 
some adults. In adult mice, the thy¬ 
mus produces about a tenth of the 
naive cells, proportionally, that it 
produces in young mice. In hu¬ 
mans, active production of T-cells 
has been documented by tissue 
studies of thymus taken from even 
older adults. Also, in some adult 
cancer patients, when immune 


cells are wiped out by chemother¬ 
apy, there is evidence of “thymic 
rebound,” with dramatic growth of 
thymus tissue. 

Many mechanisms have been 
discovered by which HIV dis¬ 
rupts thymus function, including 
killing off T-cells in training by 
direct or indirect methods. HIV 
can infect and destroy pre-T-cells 
and mature rookie cells in the 
thymus. There is also evidence for 
destruction of uninfected cells. 

It may be that disruption of 
thymus function by HIV causes 
the loss of naive cells seen in 
HIV+ adults. In HIV-negative 
adults, about 50% of the T-cells 
in the blood are naive. In HIV+ 
adults, this percentage drops for 
both the CD4 and CD8 cells (see 
table). If the thymus is indeed 
damaged by HIV, as this 
naive/memory shift suggests, 
then it might explain why T-cell 
counts don’t fully recover after 
HAART therapy. 

At the Gladstone Institute at 
UCSF, Dr. Mike McCune is leading 
a study of thymus function in HIV- 
positive adults. Dr. McCune’s 
group is also looking at 
naive/memory T-cell levels in the 
blood. To date, the data suggest that 
higher thymus mass, as measured 
by CT scans, correlates with higher 
T-cell counts and a higher propor¬ 
tion of naive CD4 and CD8 cells. 

If thymus can be shown to 
have an important role in replen¬ 
ishing T-cell counts devastated by 
HIV, and if some HIV+ adults 
have lost this function, there may 
be ways to overcome this. Hor¬ 
mones derived from thymus, 
such as thymosin-alpha or thy- 
mopentin, have been studied for 
HIV since the mid-1980s, with 
modest effects on T-cell counts. 
Perhaps when combined with 
HAART, those treatments will 
show greater effects. More exotic 
strategies include thymus trans¬ 
plants, which are being investi¬ 
gated by researchers at Duke Uni¬ 
versity, the University of Ver¬ 
mont, and Prince of Wales Hos¬ 
pital in Sydney, Australia. ▼

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Fourth protease approved, priced high

N elfinavir became the fourth 
protease inhibitor ap¬ 
proved by the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) on 
March 14.Agouron Pharmaceuti¬ 
cals of La Jolla, California an¬ 
nounced it will market the drug 
under the trade name Viracept, 
with a wholesale price of $5,650 
per year. Distribution and retail¬ 
ing expenses will boost its retail 
price by as much as a third. 

AIDS activists applauded the 
approval but condemned the 
price. 

David Millstein, with ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, has been the 
“principal point person” in work¬ 
ing with Agouron for more than 
two years. Last December, when 
the company filed for approval of 
the drug with the FDA, he called 
and asked what they anticipated 
as a price. 

“David, you will be surprised,” 
he recalls Agouron spokesperson 


Donna Nichols assuring him. But 
Millstein pressed, “Are you saying 
that Viracept will be competitive¬ 
ly priced with Merck’s Crixivan?” 

“Yes,” she responded, “we will 
price our drug competitive with 
Crixivan.” 

The wholesale price of Viracept 
is 28 percent higher than the 
$4,400 annual wholesale price of 
Crixivan. Nichols told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “We are not sorry about 
that” price differential, because 
they believe their drug is better. 

“It’s price gouging,” said Bren¬ 
da Lein, director of information 
and advocacy with Project Inform 
in San Francisco. “We were hop¬ 
ing that Agouron would price 
their drug more fairly.” 

Agouron’s stock price, which 
recently had been trading as low 
as $20, soared to $96 per share. 
“They are making money hand 
over fist even before they get the 
drug into the pharmacies,” said 
Millstein. 

The FDA announcement was 
significant for other reasons. It is 


the first protease approved with a 
pediatric formulation, though a 
children’s version of ritonavir 
(Norvir) was also approved on the 
same day. 

Lein is “very pleased that there 
is another protease in the arsenal, 
especially one with a slightly dif¬ 
ferent resistance profile.” She be¬ 
lieves that for many people it will 
be easier to take, and the major 
side effect of diarrhea is often 


controlled with over-the-counter 
medications. 

The Treatment Action Group 
(TAG) in New York is concerned 
that the FDA did not hold a pub¬ 
lic hearing on nelfinavir before 
granting approval. Founding di¬ 
rector Peter Staley believes the 
“FDA has set an unfortunate 
precedent by sacrificing this im¬ 
portant public discussion.” 

He called those forums “an in¬ 


dispensable opportunity for re¬ 
searchers and patients advocates 
to carefully weigh the available in¬ 
formation about the product and 
to offer suggestions about labeling 
that will assist patients and physi¬ 
cians.” 

Lein concurred with that judg¬ 
ment but also noted that the drug 
would not have been approved as 
quickly if the FDA had waited to 
conduct a public hearing. T 


AIDS Office clarifies procedure for free 
viral load tests through clinics

T he free viral load test pro¬ 
gram Chiron Corporation 
established in January for 
city residents without adequate 
insurance or finances is taking 
place in San Francisco, but an ini¬ 
tial problem with advertising may 
have led some to believe the tests 
were not available, the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned. 

AIDS Office Director Dr. 
Mitch Katz said Monday, March 
17 that the problem was correct¬ 
ed several weeks ago. A 
spokesman for the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation (SFAF) told the 


B.A.R. that people can receive the 
tests once they’ve accessed the De¬ 
partment of Public Health (DPH) 
Clinic HIV System. 

The viral load tests are provid¬ 
ed through San Francisco Gener¬ 
al Hospital and the DPH’s neigh¬ 
borhood health clinics, including 
District Health Center Number 
One in the Castro. SFAF, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, and other AIDS 
community groups were instru¬ 
mental in getting Chiron and 
Roche Molecular Systems to offer 
viral load tests free for those who 
cannot afford them. San Francisco 
is just one of several cities where 
the programs are taking place. 

“A person needs to make an 


appointment with a doctor or 
nurse practitioner. If that person 
is indigent and a viral load test is 
called for, the test is paid for,” Katz 
said. “We should have said [in ear¬ 
lier announcements] call and get 
an appointment.” 

Katz said he met with SFAF of¬ 
ficials about five weeks ago to 
clear up any confusion. Some 
people had said they would call 
health centers inquiring about the 
free viral load tests, and recep¬ 
tionists wouldn’t know about 
them. Katz said that is the case, 
since Chiron is simply reimburs¬ 
ing the city every few months and 
it’s not a separate program of the 
health department. 


For those who have tested posi¬ 
tive for HIV and want a viral load 
test but have no insurance or a doc¬ 
tor, Katz said the city will provide 
them with a doctor, who in turn 
will order the viral load tests and 
any other lab work necessary. The 
city will cover all costs, he added. 

“The health clinics all have slid¬ 
ing scales that slide to zero,” Katz 
said. “We provide for everyone.” 

Timothy Rodrigues, with 
SFAF, said when people call the 
toll free number the foundation 
set up for the program, they are 
connected with the SFAF’s hotline 
and referred to the city’s Clinic 
HIV System. 

“Phone volunteers will walk 


people through the process,” Ro¬ 
drigues said. “People can call the 
toll free number or call the clinics 
and make an appointment.” 

Katz explained that there is no 
limit to the number of viral load 
tests a person can have. “The clin¬ 
ician can order as many times as 
needed.” 

The city’s public health system 
provides services to over 95 percent 
of indigent residents, he added. 

In a related matter, Rodrigues 
said that currently, there is no wait¬ 
ing list for protease inhibitors in the 
city for those who cannot afford 
them. In contrast, there are 3,000 
people on the CHIPS waiting list 
for AIDS housing services. T

Mr. Yaryan was one of the foremost ceramic artists and miniaturist of the 
Bay Area. He was a charter member of the San Francisco Potters Association, 
and spenl most of his professional career associated with Holy Names 
College where he served as Director of its Kennedy Gallery. Mr. Yarnan 
retired as chair from Holy Names in 1989. Mr. Yaryan was born in Carthage, 
Missouri in 1923, the son of Dessa and Ross Yaryan. He and his family moved 
to California, arriving in the state on December 7,1941. In 1943, Rob enlisted 
in the U.S. Army and served in Burma and China building the Burma Road. 

After his deactivation, he enrolled in the California College of Arts and Crafts 
in Oakland , where he obtained his bachelors and masters degrees. 

It was during his college years that Mr. Yaryan's identity as a gay man was 
clearly established. 

He went on to teach art and crafls at Studio One in the early 1950s. From 
there he went to Midwestern University in Wichita Falls in 1953. 

His work there was exhibited widely, and he took honors in many juried 
shows. During this time his work began to be recognized, and continues to 
be represented in many public and private collections throughout the 
country. In 1961 he returned to the Bay Area, and became the Arts and Crafts 
director at the Presidio of San Francisco after which he began a twenty five 
year career with Holy Names College. 

After his retirement, Mr. Yaryan became actively involved in miniatures, 
working in the standard scale of one inch to one foot. He created a number 
of room boxes, outdoor scenes, vignettes, including his 'Attic Bedroom for a 
College Student' and 'Gallery of the Forgotten Gods'. His work has been 
displayed at a number of locations. 

His work in ceramics was celebrated by a Retrospective in 1983 at the 
Holy Names Gallery. Pieces that he created have been exhibited at the 
Oakland Museum of Art, the DeYoung Museum, the Dallas Museum of Art, 
the Los Angeles County Museum of Art, and other venues. 

He is survived by numerous close friends and playmates and his sister 
and her family in Lodi, who will remember him with a great deal of love.

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Don Slater dies at 76

M omophile civil rights pio¬ 
neer Don Slater left more 
than 300 boxes of books, 
artifacts, and other materials for 
the University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia when he died last month at 
76, the Bay Area Reporter has 
learned. Slater died February 14 
of a longstanding heart valve in¬ 
fection. 

A USC Library Sciences grad¬ 
uate, Slater helped found One , the 
nation’s first openly distributed 
homosexual magazine, according 
to gay historian Jim Kepner. 

The magazine successfully 


sued the federal government in 
the U.S. Supreme Court after the 
postal service ruled the publica¬ 
tion obscene in 1954 and at¬ 
tempted to prohibit its distribu¬ 
tion through the U.S. mail. 

In an historic 1965 power 
struggle with One Inc.’s Dorr 
Legg over the direction of the 
group and the publication, Slater 
cleaned out One's offices, dis¬ 
missed trustees, and moved the 
publication into new quarters, 
but was eventually forced to 
change the publication’s name to 
Tangents , which continued to 
publish until last November, ac¬ 
cording to Kepner. 

Slater was a key organizer of 


the 1966 National Conference of 
Homophile Organizations and 
led early protests against U.S. mil¬ 
itary policies excluding gays from 
service, Kepner said. 

But in a succinct and eloquent 
obituary, Kepner said that like 
many other ’50s era activists, 
Slater had peculiar views about 
his homosexual orientation and 
thought the word “gay [was] a 
cop-out. 

“He said that public ‘coming 
out’ was ‘parading our perversion 
before the public.’ Many early ac¬ 
tivists considered homosexuality 
a perversion, but argued that 
since Kinsey showed that most 
men engaged in some kind of

perverted sex, we had a right to 
privacy - as long as we drew our 
blinds,” Kepner recalled. 


“When we picketed Barney’s 
Beanery in West Hollywood 
protesting the ‘Faggots Stay Out’ 
sign, Don counter-picketed, sup¬ 
porting the owner’s right to 
choose his customers,” Kepner 
said. 

But despite his personal ec¬ 
centricities and conservatism, 
Slater’s contributions to the ho¬ 
mophile movement are impor¬ 
tant and will be remembered. 

“If you had to pick one of the 
12 founders of the gay liberation 
movement in North America, 
Don would be one of them,” said 
longtime activist and septuage¬ 
narian Hal Call of San Francis¬ 
co. T

LA-based'Essential AIDS' fails to prove nonprofit status

San Francisco’s AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund (AEF) filed a formal 
complaint with the state Attorney 
General’s office Friday, March 14 
concerning the operation calling 
itself “Essential AIDS, Inc.” That 
self-described nonprofit group 
from Los Angeles has been dis¬ 
tributing coin collection contain¬ 
ers throughout San Francisco in a 
program similar to AEF’s, but has 
yet to offer proof of an Internal 
Revenue Service 501c(3) letter 
verifying its tax-exempt status. 

On Thursday, San Francisco 
police briefly detained a woman 
attempting to distribute Essential 
AIDS coin boxes and confiscated 


Cinci anti-gay law in court

A Sixth U.S. Grcuit Court of Appeals panel in Cincinnati heard 
arguments Wednesday, March 19 concerning the constitution¬ 
ality of Cincinnati’s Issue 3 - the last anti-gay initiative re¬ 
maining anywhere in the nation. The November 1993 charter amend¬ 
ment, approved by 62 percent of Cincinnati’s voters, made it illegal for 
the city to offer legal protections to gay, lesbian, and bisexual citizens. 

Judge S. Arthur Spiegel ruled Issue 3 was unconstitutionally 
vague and violated the First and 14th amendments guaranteeing 
civil rights to all citizens. The city appealed Spiegel’s ruling, but the 
judges upheld the lower court’s ruling. 

In June, the U.S. Supreme Court rejected a similar measure from 
Colorado, and ordered the appellate court to reconsider the Cincin¬ 
nati case in light of its decision in the Colorado case. ▼ 


a list of about 160 city businesses 
targeted to receive the containers, 
according to AEF Director of In¬ 
come Development Joan Juster. 
Juster had filed a suspected fraud 
report with police last week and 
brought an Essential AIDS coin 
container for them to examine. 

Essential AIDS uses the slogan, 
“Every penny helps in the fight 
against AIDS,” which is very simi¬ 
lar to AEF’s successful “Every 
penny counts” slogan. Juster be¬ 
came concerned after seeing the 
containers in corner grocery 
stores and realizing people may 
confuse the Essential AIDS dis¬ 
plays with AEF’s coin jars. She 
made several phone calls, and se¬ 
riously questioned whether it was 
a legitimate nonprofit organiza-

tion. 

Juster said she’s talked with 
people named Lana and David 
who have answered the phone 
number given for Essential AIDS. 
They apparently received a copy 
of Juster’s police report and in¬ 
sisted to her that they are a legiti¬ 
mate group. They have not fur¬ 
nished proof, however. 

The Bay Area Reporter also 
contacted Essential AIDS on Tues¬ 
day, March 18. A man who identi¬ 
fied himself only as Alex said the 
B.A.R. “didn’t have the authority” 
to see its IRS tax-exempt letter. 

“We are a nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion. Who are you?” he asked. 
“We’re only getting calls from San 


Francisco.” 

Nonprofit agencies routinely 
distribute copies of the tax-ex¬ 
empt letter to numerous organi¬ 
zations, foundations, and poten¬ 
tial donors, Juster told the B.A.R. 
“It’s the first thing you’re taught in 
fundraising.” 

Community awareness 

AEF has raised millions of dol¬ 
lars from its coin jars throughout 
San Francisco and other Bay Area 
cities since it was formed in 1987. 
It returns about 90 cents of every 
dollar it receives in the form of di¬ 
rect cash assistance to people liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS. 

Juster said people in the com¬ 


munity are paying attention, and 
AEF has received comments from 
people about the apparent scam. 

“The awareness is out there,” 
she said. 

Jerry Ansel of AIDS Project 
Los Angeles told the B.A.R. that 
his group has heard of Essential 
AIDS displaying coin containers 
in LA, and said APLA would bring 
the matter to the attention of local 
authorities. Ansel said groups that 
solicit money in Los Angeles must 
be registered with the charities 
section of the Los Angeles Police 
Department and display the card 
on each fundraising container. 

“To our knowledge, that’s not 
displayed on their boxes,” he said. ▼

With Suburbia 3000 
D’Arcy Drollinger 
completes postmod, 
‘retro-futurist 1 triptych 


by Chad Jones 


O ’Arcy Drollinger has set a monumental goal for himself: to create 
a hew kind of musical theater, one that combines the impact of 
great drama and the pumped-up adrenaline rush of a good rock 
’n’ roll show. As a composer, lyricist, and dramatist, he has just the pedigree 
to accomplish this mission. At 28, he’s part of a rock trio — the local cult 
favorite Enrique — and he’s just completed what he calls his Brite Sleep 
Trilogy of rock operas. Suburbia 3000, the final installment in the series 
that began in 1993 with Cereal Killers and continued with last year’s The 
Possession of Mrs. Jones, premieres Friday night at the SOMAR Theatre. 
Inspired by rock musicals such as Jesus Christ Superstar and Hair, 
Drollinger set out to craft a musical and dramatic experience about man’s 
quest for his id. “All three of my shows deal with a search for identity and 
true love amid the onslaught of the media culture we live in,” Drollinger ex¬ 
plains. “But the shows also embrace the idea that media culture sort of glo¬ 
rifies this empty, glistening commercial age we live in, even while it exposes just 
how hollow and isolating it all is.” 

Audiences needn’t fear coming into Suburbia 3000 without having seen its 
predecessors, all of which are linked more by theme and style than by charac¬ 
ter or plot. Any attempt to provide a synopsis of Suburbia reveals an incredibly 
convoluted story populated by characters culled from a thorough trolling of the 
American pop Zeitgeist. 

Set in what its creators call “a fin-de-si£cle, retro-futurist” universe, Suburbia 3000 
is about the inhabitants of a planet who are creating a civilization based on frag¬ 
ments of intercepted American television transmissions. Drollinger plays

Dynamic art duo 
Leone & Macdonald 

by Glen Helfand 


C oupling is a universal human activity, but no relationship is 
without its element of risk. It is just this uneasy territory 
that collaborative artists Leone 8c Macdonald explore in 
their current exhibition at Rena Bransten Gallery. Using a series of 
evocative sculptures that are metaphorically linked, and which some¬ 
times literally symbolize elements of fate and chemistry, the artists el¬ 
egantly illustrate the tenuousness of human relationships. 

In one piece, entitled Chemistry , two blown-glass champagne 
flutes are fused at the top. The piece is perched on a base mounted 
high on a wall, but on close inspection, you can see scientific mea¬ 
surements etched into the side of each glass. Though champagne 
evokes romance, here the bubbly could never be consumed, as it’s 
metaphorically caught in a closed, academic equation. The artists 
suggest that as good as a relationship may sound on paper, the fu¬ 
sion of two people always has its dysfunctional side. The sense of du¬ 
ality embodied in Chemistry pervades most of the work in this show, 
especially the exhibit’s most emblematic piece, Handmade Straight 
Jacket, which is composed of two dark garments with seamless, elon¬ 
gated sleeves that hang down like jump ropes, suggesting simultane¬ 
ously a sense of entrapment and freedom. 

“Anybody who’s ever had a relationship could relate to this work,” 
says Hillary Leone, the darker-haired half of Leone 8c Macdonald. “It 
really is about getting at both sides of the situation.”

the curators of the show. “We’ve 
sold five pieces!” 

The excitement is understand¬ 
able. It’s not often sleepy Santa 
Rosa is descended upon by hordes 
of women (and a few men) offer¬ 
ing up designs for underbodices 
that come with their own compo¬ 
sition titles, some of which are 
quite funny, like Monica 
Boettcher’s “The Tits Stare 
Back,” a suitably punchy moniker 
for this standard ’50s-style bra 
onto which Boettcher has 
glued hundreds of jiggling 
plastic eyeballs. Other titles 
poke fun at trade names, 
like I Dreamed I Was 
Andy Warhol in My 
Maidenform Bra and 
The Wonder Bra , 
while others are 
metaphorical Hang 
’Em Up, Boxed In, 

The Fling. 

The exhibit’s 
piece de resistance, however, is 
Marguerite Finn’s pentaploidal 
tour de force, Presidential Bras — 
Busts of the Commanders in Chief 
Here, the artist has taken busts of 
five U.S. presidents and adorned 
each with an uplift comically in- 
congruent with the commander’s 
personality. Teddy Roosevelt 



wears a ’70s-style halter-top with 
bold, happy stripes; George 
Washington and Abraham Lin¬ 
coln get variations on a theme of 
delicate; and Ronald Reagan 
pulls out all the stops with a gold 
bustier number reminiscent of 
Madonna’s pointed cone days. 
The contrast between the greasy 
black pompadour on his head and 
the baroque excess of the garment 
is hard to forget. 

The most memorable 
of Finn’s creations, 
however, is her bust 
of Richard Nixon, 
which shows the 
paranoid former 
prez’s beefy trunk 
engulfed in strips of 
black tape issuing 
from a tape 
recorder.

Hairspray queen 

All this talk about fashion put 
us in the mood to read Alice 
Rawsthorn’s impressive new bi¬ 
ography of fashion diva Yves.

Laurent that he was once the most 
phenomenal thing ever to hit the 
Paris runways (after Dior, of 
course, who taught St. Laurent 
everything he knew). In 1968, 
when YSL was at the peak of his 
powers, he was dressing clients 
like Catherine Deneuve and 
Nan Kempner, Lauren Bacall,

and Betty Catroux, and his de¬ 
signs for Rive Gauche boutiques 
in Paris and London were so sen¬ 
sational they became instant sta¬ 
tus symbols among the elite 
trend-setters in Hollywood, and 
idiomatically expressive of an en¬ 
tire era. 

But as St. Laurent’s star rose, so 
did his demons, and Rawsthorn’s 
book isn’t short on cataloging 
them. Alongside the glamorous 
portrait she paints of a star who 
hobnobbed with gliterati like 
Rudolf Nureyev, Loulou de la 
Falaise, Paloma Picasso, and 


ists, other designers — backstage 
at prete-a-porter oblivious to the 
powdery white moustache on his 
upper lip. But the thing that real¬ 
ly made people nervous was when 
St. Laurent, apparently strung out 
on some drug or another, threat¬ 
ened to burn the famed silk- 
screen Andy Warhol had made of 
him if the artist went through 
with plans to make similar por¬ 
traits of competitors Halston and 
Valentino. It was only a threat. 

Glory days 

St. Laurent, Halston, and 
Valentino were, of course, regulars 
at Studio 54 in the mad and mer¬ 
curial late ’70s, and their names 
pop up with some frequency in 
Anthony Haden-Guest’s dishy 
and entertaining new book. The 
Last Party: Studio 54, Disco, and 
the Culture of the Night (William 
Morrow & Co). The book isn’t so 
much about “Studio” as it is a de¬ 
tailed reminiscence of the 
thrillseekers, powermongers, drug 
dealers, drug addicts, artists, 
movie stars, and wannabes who 
made Manhattan night life the 
envy of the world in the ’70s. But 
the magic that happened in places 
like Studio 54, Enchanted Garden, 
Xenon, New York, New York, and 
other hot spots wasn’t mere coin¬ 
cidence. As Haden-Guest ob¬ 
serves, these clubs were destined 
to become infamous because of 
the anarchic nature of the ’70s, a 
decade when the failed idealism of 
the ’60s, post-Watergate cynicism 
about politics and politicians, 
economic woes, and the mysteri¬ 
ous allure of the emerging queer 
revolution made people want to 
lose themselves in a spectacular 
new musical phenomenon called 
disco. 

Haden-Guest’s book describes, 
often in vivid detail, the commin¬ 
gling of these forces. Here are 
Bianca Jagger making her en¬ 
trance to Studio 54 on a white 
steed; Salvador Dali and his fa¬ 
mous tranny entourage; Vladimir 
Horowitz doing the tango; An¬ 
tonia de Portago dressed as 



Elton John, Andy Warhol, and Jerry Hall at Studio 54. 


the Baroness Marie Helene de 
Rothschild, another picture 
emerges, that of a frustrated 
queen whose celebrity was largely 
fueled by a regular diet of booze, 
drugs, and parties till dawn. 

Eventually, time caught up 
with YSL in the ’80s, when un¬ 
pleasant side-effects of his glitter¬ 
ing lifestyle began to surface. At 
one fashion show in Paris, par ex¬ 
ample, a puffy, middle-aged St. 
Laurent, apparently stunned by 
the audience’s lackluster response 
to his latest collection, screamed, 
“Why aren’t they clapping?” and 
went beserk backstage with a can 
of hairspray, emptying its con¬ 
tents all over the hired help and 
himself. And it was not uncom¬ 
mon during this decade for YSL to 
greet people — friends, journal- 


Marie Antoinette in a miniskirt; 
Hamilton Jordan pretending not 
to be noticed; Liza, Liz Taylor, 
and Halston, 54’s stalwart tri¬ 
umvirate; Roy Cohn negotiating 
owner Steve Rubell’s problems 
with the IRS; Margaret Trudeau 
shit-faced; and, of, course, the 
ubiquitous Andy Warhol, who 
emerges as a sort of ringleader of 
these itinerant, motley forces. 

The author’s denouement is a 
precipitous drop from the numi¬ 
nous heights of 54 to Manhattan’s 
current scene, whose biggest cause 
celebre is the sordid business in¬ 
volving hard-visaged Michael 
Aiig and a dismembered corpse. 
If ever we needed proof that we 
live in an unglamorous time, this 
discomfiting trajectory under¬ 
scores it dramatically. ▼

“And any artist could have 
taken up the subject matter of 
coupling,” adds her collaborator 
Jennifer Macdonald. “For us it’s 
certainly had a particular mean¬ 
ing. There are two of us, and we’ve 
been working together for ten 
years: We have a very intense ex¬ 
perience of each other and what it 
means to work together.” 

Although gay male art teams 
are not uncommon — Gilbert 
and George, McDermott and Mc- 
Gough, Aziz + Cucher — Leone & 
Macdonald’s joint venture has 
constituted one of the most high- 
profile female collaborations in 
modern art history. It makes per¬ 
fect sense that their art deals with 
issues of identity and relation¬ 
ships, as for seven years of their 
collaboration, the artists were also 
lovers. During this time they cre¬ 
ated sculptures and process-ori¬ 
ented installations that explore 
ways of presenting the self. 

While these intelligent, articu¬ 
late, thirtysomething talents are 
no longer romantically involved, 
their collaboration continues, 
their previous involvement pro¬ 
viding a subtext for the sculptures 
in this show. Still, you couldn’t ex¬ 
actly call the pieces autobiograph¬ 
ical. 

“All of our work is extremely 
personal, and our job as artists is 
to effect some sort of transforma¬ 
tion,” Leone says. “The pieces have 
emotional truth, which we try to 
transform into something mean¬ 
ingful to others. If it’s art therapy 
or autobiography, it’s not terribly 
interesting.” 

Leone & Macdonald make 
things more provocative by layer¬ 
ing conceptual ideas over acts of 
personal change. A 1994 installa¬ 
tion titled Double Foolscap, for ex¬ 
ample, involved the artists shred¬ 
ding their wardrobes and turning 
the fabric fibers into a thousand 
pieces of handmade paper. The 
colorful sheets of paper were then 
mounted on the gallery wall in 
grid fashion, and included other 
elements from the process. With 
Double Foolscap, the artists trans¬ 
formed an act of personal closet¬ 
cleaning into an incisive explo¬ 
ration of how people construct 
identities. As they wrote in their 
gallery statement: “For us it is a 
fantasy, a chance to reinvent our 
stories as something else: paper, 
blank and full of possibility.” 

What’s in a name? 

Leone & Macdonald met in 
San Francisco in the late ’80s 
when both were working at Moth¬ 


er Jones magazine. Leone was as¬ 
sistant to the publisher, while 
Macdonald served in the art de¬ 
partment. Both were independent 
artists. The more cerebral of the 
pair, Leone, was working on a per¬ 
formance piece and recruited 
Macdonald as a participant. 

“We consulted over the piece 
and there was this fabulous inter¬ 
change over our work,” Macdon¬ 
ald recalls. “It was an utterly un¬ 
expected spark of energy.” 

It also began the sometimes 
difficult process of forging a col¬ 
laborative identity in an art world 
that exalts the individual. Naming 
themselves as a team took on deep 
implications in regard to gender 
and sexuality. (Their first conver¬ 
sations about collaboration oc¬ 
curred at the corner of Powhattan 
and Moultrie in Bernal Heights, 
and to steer clear of direct per¬ 
sonal connections, they originally 
considered the androgynous 
Powhattan & Moultrie for their 
professional moniker.) 


“There was a back and forth 
for several years between our own 
imagined identities as separate 
artists, and the fear of what it 
would mean to collaborate and to 
form a we rather than I,” Mac¬ 
donald continues. 

As women in the art world, 
both Leone and Macdonald are 
understandably sensitive about 
directly linking their personal 
lives with their work. “Your whole 
biography becomes a commodity 
in and of itself,” Macdonald ex¬ 
plains. “When we were together as 
a couple everyone said, ‘I don’t 
understand how you can work to¬ 
gether and live together.’ And 
when we broke up everyone said, 
‘I don’t understand how you 
could still work together and not 
live together.’ We’ve had to be 
careful during this period of tran¬ 
sition. We need to let people know 
that we’re serious artists, and that 
we’re not going away.” 

Broader discourse 

While the pair has never been 
in the closet, their intention has 
never been to make “gay” artwork, 
or what Leone calls “ding dong art 
and pussy painting.” Rather, each 
has consistently explored the no¬ 
tion of how people construct their 
identities. “We were never consid¬ 
ered lesbian artists or contextual¬ 
ized in a gay show,” Leone says. 


“Our whole body of work is 
about how there is no such thing 
as a fixed identity, or fixed any¬ 
thing,” adds Macdonald. “It all has 
to do with shifts and plurality.” 

This also seems to apply to the 
public’s response to their art. 
Their work has only recently been 
embraced by gay audiences. The 
pair was recently profiled in a seg¬ 
ment on PBS’ In The Life and just 
returned from Australia, where 
they were the official internation¬ 
al artists for the Sydney Gay and 
Lesbian Mardi Gras. 

“That was a new thing for us, 
being considered lesbians,” com¬ 
ments Leone. “It’s a real shift for 
us, but I don’t know what it signi¬ 
fies on the bigger picture. Perhaps 
there’s a bigger playground, more 
opportunity for a range of expres¬ 
sion that can be heard and seen.” 

Leone believes gay and lesbian 
audiences are becoming interest¬ 
ed in broader discourses. In Syd¬ 
ney, the artists presented a com¬ 
plex video installation called Pass¬ 


ing, a project that fits into the 
artists’ continuing exploration of 
the construct of identity, be it as a 
couple or as individuals. Passing is 
composed of carefully arranged 
interviews with 60 Miami resi¬ 
dents who have “passed,” however 
briefly, for something they’re not. 
It’s an experience known inti¬ 
mately to most of us. 

The fact that this glitzy, 
thought-provoking piece bears 
little resemblance to the poetic 
sculptures on view here is inten¬ 
tional, as both artists have made a 
conscious effort to explore differ¬ 
ent aesthetics and subjects with 
each new project. The artists, 
however, have found that this 
strategy generates surprising re¬ 
flections of their collaborative vi¬ 
sion. 

“You start to feel a little insane 
when you keep reinventing your¬ 
self,” Macdonald admits. “There 
seems to be a signature style that 
emerges out of the work anyway. 
No matter what the medium, it 
still looks like we made it.” ▼

All that glitters 

'Twilight of the Golds' comes to Showtime

wilight of the Golds posits the 
isolation of a gay gene. The 
1 pregnant Suzanne Stein, 
daughter of Walter and Phyllis 
Gold and wife of medical re¬ 
searcher Dr. Robert Stein, tests 
positive for the presence of this 
gene; Suzanne’s soon-to-be-born 
son will probably be gay, just like 
her brother David. What the 
Golds do with this information is 
the substance of Twilight of the 
Golds. And although the idea has 
potential, the Golds, drawn as 
upper middle-class Jews, are so 
snide, shallow, neurotic and 
morally bankrupt that they could 
make a drowning man gasp for 
water. 

Suzanne, played by the 
ever-wooden Jennifer Beals, is a 
spoiled brat who dropped out of 
medical school because it was too 
hard. She won’t do anything diffi¬ 
cult, and she doesn’t want to deal 
with her feelings. Suzanne works 
in retail and lives with her hus¬ 
band, a constipated medical re¬ 
searcher, Rob (Jon Tenney). 

Brother David (Brendan Fras¬ 
er) is an unsuccessful artist who 
lives with his lover Steven (Sean 
O’Bryan). David’s relationship 
with his sister is strained, and he 
resents the fact that his parents 
don’t invite his lover to their 
home. David and Steven are at¬ 
tempting to mount a post-mod 
production of the entire Wagner 
Ring Cycle when Suzanne’s little 
secret leaks out. 

Homophobe and grandpa- 
to-be Walter Gold (Garry Mar¬ 
shall) kvetches a lot to his wife, 
Phyllis, played as a perfectly 
groomed yenta by Faye Dunaway 
in a black wig. (Yes, that Faye 
Dunaway. Oy — don’t ask.) How 
despicable is this family? Let me 
count the ways. 

When Suzanne takes the sec¬ 
ond bite of a macaroon handed 
to her by brother David, momma 
Phyllis blurts out, “Suzanne, don’t 
eat from his mouth.” Over lunch, 
Suzanne contemplates aborting 
her pregnancy while her girl¬ 
friend is more concerned with 


how bad the food has become at 
“the club.” Walter’s advice to his 
daughter regarding the possible 
abortion is, “If you and Rob have 
a chance to avoid some of the 
crap, why not take it?” Grandpa 
Walter later describes himself and 
Phyllis as “liberal people” and 
proceeds to tell their gay son 
David, “I think you’re sick and 
diseased.” The self-sacrificing

Phyllis tells David the story of 
how she dumped her best friend 
in college because she saw the 
friend’s mother crippled by 
Huntington’s disease and she 
knew that her friend might some¬ 
day be similarly afflicted. Phyllis 
just couldn’t stand the thought of 
having to deal with that. 

Unprecedented 

Jew-bashing 

Rob, Suzanne’s husband, sup¬ 
ports aborting his gay son with 
the succinct and scary conclusion: 
“Why enter into a no-win situa¬ 
tion?” And then, of course, there 
is Rob’s Orthodox Jewish father 
(Jack Klugman in a cameo role). 
You can imagine how a guy who 
objects to ballpark franks must 
feel about having a gay grandson. 
Obviously, author Jonathan 


Tolins must be working through 
some personal issues, but there is 
an unprecedented amount of 
Jew-bashing that occurs here in 
the form of individual character 
assassination. 

Performances in this Film 
range from ethnic stereotype 
(Dunaway) to catatonia (Beals) to 
scenery-chewing (Marshall). 
Brendan Fraser’s David has a per¬ 
petually wild-eyed expression that 
suggests he did his character re¬ 
search at Bellevue. This allows 
Sean O’Bryan’s Steven to emerge 
as one of the few relatively normal 
humans in the cast, along with 
Rosie O’Donnell’s Jackie, the 
thankless sidekick at Suzanne’s 
day job. 

Director Ross Marks throws 
this mess together in an undistin¬ 
guished fashion, but there isn’t 
much anyone could do with this 
material. Playwright Tolins adapts 
his own play with the assistance of 
screenwriter Seth Bass, but the 
two writers make little progress in 
opening up the story for the 
screen. The film version, like the 
play, provides a cast of characters 
who make much ado about pre¬ 
cious little. 

The motion picture, however, 
rewrites the ending of the original 
play. The new, superficially opti¬ 
mistic conclusion allows for the 
birth of the child and implies an 
uneasy reconciliation among the 
Golds. Suzanne will raise her 
queer baby as a single mother - 
society be damned and full speed 
ahead through a mist of tears and 
soft-focus photography. This 
places the audience in the awk¬ 
ward position of being grateful to 
the Golds for allowing the child to 
be born - as if their grudging will¬ 
ingness not to terminate a queer 
life somehow makes them 
hugable. Gay and lesbian viewers 
will probably find this conclusion 
as warm and fuzzy as a Hallmark 
card featuring Hitler. No amount 
of rewrites could make a silk 
purse of this sow’s ear. T

'Tender Fictions' 

launches MadCat Women's Film Festival

B arbara Hammer is best 
known for her ground¬ 
breaking experimental film 
Nitrate Kisses (1992), which fear¬ 
lessly broke two taboos by show¬ 
ing older lesbians in extended 
erotic embrace, all in richly de¬ 
tailed black and white. Ham¬ 
mer has been making films 
since the 70s (she helped 
inspire Peter Adair’s 
groundbreaking Word Is 
Out) in which she wanted 
to create autobiography 
“before someone else 
does it.” Tender Fictions 
(1995) is the result — a 
playful, penetrating de¬ 
scription of an artist’s life. 

Tender Fictions is built 
from a vast array of raw mate¬ 
rials: scratchy home movies; snap¬ 
shots; overdubs from academic 
texts; interviews; snippets from 
’50s TV programs; reminiscences 
by Hammer, family and friends, 
and a string of sometimes bitter 
ex-girlfriends. Images at the be¬ 
ginning center on Hammer s ten¬ 
uous link to Hollywood — her 
grandmother’s position as cook 
for Lillian Gish, and her mother’s 
desire for her to be like Shirley 
Temple, an aspiration she explains 
with a fascinating tidbit: “I was 
born at a time when Shirley Tem¬ 
ple was the highest-paid female in 
America.” 

Hammer learned tap dance 
and elocution, but was rejected by 
talent scouts because she had no 
formal training as an actress. 
Decades later, she pokes fun at 
this syndrome, ironically attempt¬ 
ing to squeeze her feet into Tem¬ 
ple’s imprints at the Chinese The¬ 
atre, and dressing up like Charlie j 
Chaplin for Halloween. 

The filmmaker has the same I 
dysfunctional family story to tell ! 
that most of us do, but she tells it 
with an artist’s touch, intermin¬ 
gling voices of “authority” (from 
television, mostly) with her own. 
She matter-of-factly describes her 
mechanic father’s “greasy” hair 
turning his pillow black, and his 
calling for a gun to kill himself 
when his migraine headaches be¬ 
came too intense. A quoted pas¬ 
sage describes the powerful influ¬ 
ence the mother-daughter rela¬ 
tionship has on lesbians, and 
Hammer provides proof in a strik-

ing reminiscence of rejecting her j 
dying mother’s plea that she climb ! 
in bed with her: “That's incest — I j 
can’t.” Hammer expresses alarm at i 
a therapist referring to her moth- i 
er as “seductive” — like most chil¬ 
dren, she was unable at the time to 
see that her parents were sexual 
beings in their own right. 

Part of Hammer's arsenal is 
the shocking image, which she in¬ 
termittently inserts into the film. 
Sometimes she puts a mild dis¬ 
guise on it, so you’re not entirely 
sure what you’re looking at. One 
example is a shot of a cat playing 
with an object that turns out to be 
a hard penis! This process of dis¬ 


guising and then revealing truths 
is a hallmark of her work, and 
serves another function in com¬ 
menting on the necessity of dis¬ 
guise as self-protection, especially 
in a film funded by the NLA 

Tender Fictions follows a 
loosely chronological trajectory, 
with a high point in 1970, when 
Hammer joined a Santa Rosa 
Women’s Lib group and discov¬ 
ered she was a “lesbian,” a word 
she claims not to have heard be¬ 
fore. Still, she continuously refers 
back to her childhood in an at¬ 
tempt to understand her present 
self. “When I was little I made up 
a game called the Truth Club. 
Once you were sworn into the 
club, as I did all my girlfriends, 
you had to answer my questions 
put to you truthfully. I think the 
intention of the game was to re¬ 
veal the secrets and the false¬ 
hoods I experienced living in a 
middle-class American family.” 

Hammer’s career as filmmak¬ 
er and cultural commentator can 
be seen as an extension of this 
seemingly innocuous childhood 
game. That she is not immune to 
potentially unappealing truths 
about herself is shown in the 
comments of some of her ex¬ 
girlfriends. One says bluntly, “I 
thought you were treating me 
like a chair you could sit on.” 
Tender Fictions gains immeasur¬ 
ably from Hammer’s unwilling¬ 
ness to temper the egotism im¬ 
plied by such comments. T

David Cronenberg's ' Crash'

hile David Cronenberg’s 
Crash provoked intense, 
mostly negative reac¬ 
tions, including mass audience 
walkouts, when it screened at 
Cannes last year, it opened with 
much less fanfare throughout 
most of the civilized world — ex¬ 
cept the United States. Ted Turner, 
in his self-appointed role as 
morality czar (and owner of the 
company that optioned the rights 
to Crash), delayed the Canadian 
film’s release here until, as Cro¬ 
nenberg said, “somebody higher 
up — God?” in the corporate food 
chain forced his hand. Yet, despite 
all the hoopla surrounding his 
adaptation of J.G. Ballard’s 1973 
paean to car sex and car crashes, 
Cronenberg’s cutting-edge film is 
surprisingly dull. 

Crash opens with a pale, other¬ 
worldly blonde, Catherine (Deb¬ 
orah Unger), sliding her nipples 
across a prop plane in a deserted 
hangar. While she’s turning her¬ 
self on with all this cold steel, her 
equally bored husband, TV pro¬ 
ducer James Ballard (James Spad¬ 
er), sidles up and begins dry 
humping her from behind. The 
Ballards are a modern couple, and 
like so many of us, try to work in 
as many car-crash sexual es¬ 
capades as the day allows. But the 
film doesn’t paint them as anom¬ 
alies; they’re only two of an ap¬ 
parent army of obsessives. There’s 
Dr. Helen Ferguson (Holly 
Hunter), who, of course, becomes 
Ballard’s lover after he nearly kills 
her in a car wreck. They consum¬ 
mate their relationship in various 
parking garages. There’s also 
Gabrielle (Rosanna Arquette), an 
orthopedic nightmare in braces 
and fishnets whose legs bear ar- 
royo-like scars. Her braces, in 
spite of their fetishistic allure, 
prove pesky indeed when she tries 
to climb into a car for one of the 
film’s many “radical” fucks. Most 
important, though, is the wiry, 
muscular Vaughan (Elias Koteas), 
who works in a hospital by day 
and spends his nights recreating 
famous car crashes like James 
Dean’s and Jayne Mansfield’s. 


Vaughan is portrayed as a vision¬ 
ary who attracts many followers 
to his illegal performance pieces. 
He claims the blurring of bound¬ 
aries between human and car, 
steel and flesh, constitutes “benev¬ 
olent psychopathology.” His 
mantra, “the reshaping of the 
human body by technology,” is 
certainly the case with these char¬ 
acters, who get off on disfiguring 
themselves with shattered wind¬ 
shield glass and steering columns 
up the ass. Vaughan and his pals 
move with dreary predictability 
from sexual thrills to dismember¬ 
ment and death. 

While it may be unfair to ex¬ 
pect coherence and credibility 
from what is essentially Cronen¬ 
berg’s private erotic dreamscape, 
his inability to create a truly trans¬ 
porting environment or any kind 
of empathy for — or interest in — 
his characters makes Crash cry 
out for exegesis. Instead of letting 
the director’s “vision” overwhelm 
us — as it does in the work of 
David Lynch or Ridley Scott — 
we find ourselves becoming bitchy 
nit-pickers, groaning about every 
implausibility. We find ourselves 
wondering what hospital would 
employ an obvious nut case like 
Vaughan, who stops patients in 
the hallway and sniffs around 
their wounds; why the police 
don’t arrest James Ballard for ve¬ 
hicular manslaughter in the death 
of Dr. Ferguson’s husband; and, 
most of all, why officials in the 
city of Toronto would allow 
fetishists to take over the highways 
day and night, blithely ramming 
and running each other and mys¬ 
tified non-aficionados off the 
road. 

Crash is celebrated by its few 
fans for its atmospheric set- 
pieces, particularly those that fea¬ 
ture Vaughan and his minions. 
But these scenes are often embar¬ 
rassingly pretentious, and some¬ 
times ridiculous, as when 
Gabrielle stymies a salesman by 
trying to force her recalcitrant leg 
brace into a new car, or when the 
stuntman’s Jayne Mansfield wig is 
found at the scene of his highway 
“accident,” or when Ballard runs 
his wife off the road and then asks 
her if she’s okay as she lies blood¬

ied and still on the embankment. 
The sex scenes lack any of the 
hypnotic pull of real fetishism; 
Cronenberg’s ultra-efficient, cold 
style makes them look more like 
the sick plastic sex offered by soft 
porn or TV commercials. 

The porn connection is more 
than casual here. Indeed, the roots 
of the film seem to lie as much in 
pornography as in the alleged cri¬ 
tique of postmodern, technologi¬ 
cal society. Deborah Ballard’s 
breathless mutterings — “Tell me 
about his anus ...” — are like the 
overcooked sex chatter heard in 
countless porn films, and they 
have about as much conviction. 
Filmmakers like Kenneth Anger 


and Fred Halsted charted this 
realm with far less pomposity. A 
useful cross-reference is Halsted’s 
grimly amusing Sex Garage (play¬ 
ing soon at the Castro), in which a 
bored biker walks up to his 
Harley, shoves his hard dick into 
the exhaust pipe, and pumps 
away. This is precisely where 
Crash collapses. Billed as extreme, 
the film lacks real guts. One of the 
most telling of the film’s many sex 
scenes is the gay one, in which 
Vaughan and James Ballard kiss 
and claw and lick each other’s tat¬ 
toos in a dilapidated car. Are we 
surprised that shortly after, in 
what seems a coded homosexual 
panic, Vaughan attacks Ballard? 


So much for the cutting edge. 

Cronenberg’s films are mostly 
cold, mechanical affairs aimed at 
shocking middlebrow sensibili¬ 
ties, peopled by characters who 
are typically trapped in a tedious¬ 
ly grim mise-en-scene. Crash does¬ 
n’t break the pattern. Ballard, Dr. 
Ferguson, Vaughan et al. are sur¬ 
face creations who lack any kind 
of self-knowledge and therefore 
any real interest to the viewer. 
James Ballard says, “I find it all 
quite satisfying, but I’m not sure 
why.” Neither are we. T

Het mag pulls Leavitt story at last minute

T he irony is that this is a story 
about a writer trying to es¬ 
cape a media circus,” says 
David Leavitt. “It seems funny 
that this story should itself be¬ 
come the center of a whirlwind of 
media attention.” 

Leavitt, an award-winning gay 
writer, is familiar with controver¬ 
sy; charges of plagiarism turned 
his last novel, While England 
Sleeps, into a tabloid scandal. This 
time around, however, everything 
seemed to be progressing

smoothly since Esquire bought his 
new story, “The Term Paper 
Artist,” last August. In January, he 
started editing the story for space 
with an associate editor and 
copy-editing with the magazine’s 
fact-checker. He received an illus¬ 
tration commissioned to accom¬ 
pany the story and approved it. 
Galleys arrived at his home in 
Rome, on schedule for April pub¬ 
lication. 

“Then I got this fax from Ed 
Kosner that came as a complete 
shock,” he says. “I had never talked 
to him. Nothing like this had hap¬ 
pened. Everything was going ac¬ 
cording to plan.” 

That fax from Kosner, Esquires 
executive editor, changed every¬ 
thing. The brief letter — dated 
February 6, two weeks before the 
April issue finished production — 
informed Leavitt that his story 
would not be printed. 

“What is published in Esquire 
is my responsibility and I simply 
didn’t feel right going ahead,” the 
letter read. “I say this with no dis¬ 
respect for you or the literary 
merits of the story.” 

The story, one of three novellas 
in Leavitt’s new book, Arkansas 
(Houghton Mifflin), is a fictional 
autobiographical tale about a 
scandal-worn author who over¬ 
comes his writer’s block by 
ghost-writing term papers for un¬ 
dergraduate straight men in ex¬ 
change for sexual favors. 

“There might have been some 
worry that the readership of Es¬ 
quire might react negatively to a 
story about heterosexual men 
proposing sex to a gay writer, be¬ 
cause not only is this a story about 
how heterosexual men enjoy sex 
with another man, they also sug¬ 
gest it,” Leavitt says. “Maybe they 
were afraid that their target read¬ 
ership, which is presumably het¬ 
erosexual men, would find this 
upsetting.” 

Kosner says sexual orientation 
has nothing to do with it. 


“If you reverse the situation, 
and say this is a story about a 
writer named David Leavitt who 
writes term papers for co-eds in 
exchange for their letting him 
perform cunnilingus on them, 
you would see that this is a story 
that’s right out there on the 
boundary,” says Kosner. “I don’t 
think it was the gender of the 
story. It’s the situation and the 
language used to describe it.” 


Esquire doesn’t always shy 
away from straight erotic imagery, 
however, and except for a few ex¬ 
plicit phrases — Leavitt was never 
asked to change objectionable 
words, even in the editing process 
— Leavitt’s story isn’t exactly 
X-rated. 

“While Leavitt’s story sure is 
hot, it’s not nearly as racy or lurid 
as most of the heterosexual sex

Leavittown revisited

Arkansas, Three Novellas by 
David Leavitt; Houghton 
Mifflin, $23 

B ouncing back from the 
fiasco of his last novel, 
first editions of which 
were pulped following charges 
of plagiarism, David Leavitt 
now offers Arkansas, a collec¬ 
tion of three novellas meant to 
salvage his reputation. The 
first novella makes this dilem¬ 
ma overt. Its protagonist is 
David Leavitt, retreating to* his parents’ house in California 
after being hounded by the scandal of When England Sleeps. The 
book’s title echoes Leavitt’s self-perceived persecution: it’s a refer¬ 
ence to Oscar Wilde’s line, “I should like to flee like a wounded hart 
into Arkansas.” 

Since the author himself brings up Stephen Spender’s plagia¬ 
rism lawsuit, a word about that. What rankled most about his lift¬ 
ing passages from Spender’s memoir World Without End wasn’t so 
much the legal question of plagiarism, as what it made apparent, a 
failure of the imagination. If E.M. Forster could rise from the grave, 
he might have groused as well, since an entire plot device in Sleeps 
was appropriated from Howards End 

The Term Paper Artist, in which a fictional David Leavitt com¬ 
poses undergraduates’ papers in return for sexual favors, is a romp, 
a fantasy, but it reads a bit thin. This is the story which Esquire paid 
to publish, then pulled. It would have been a strange fit Even queer 
readers might have a lot of disbelief to suspend. I no more believed 
that a college boy would call him “Mr. Leavitt” than I believed the 
boy would then say, “I understand homosexuals like large peruses. 
Is that true?” 

It’s nice to know Leavitt’s wet dreams involve blowing college 
boys who have read his books, but authorial masturbation is the 
only explanation for a passage in which one boy opines, “I liked 
The Lost Language of Cranes all right. I didn’t much like Equal Af¬ 
fections” This gives Leavitt the opportunity to hold forth on his 
oeuvre, in a sort of dream interview over which he has total control: 
“I probably should have written it ( Equal Affections] as a memoir. 
I still might.” 

Yet Leavitt pulls off a neat trick by framing the papers/blow job 
exchange as a business arrangement. His character essentially pays for 
sex with the fruit of his labors, words. His is a prostitution story, but 
it’s the straight boys with visions of Stanford Business School danc¬ 
ing in their heads who are really the whores. That seems about right 
Leavitt has always been squeamish about writing sex scenes, and 
even in The Term Paper Artist, with a plot hinging on sex, the naughty 
business is never described. This points up the inherent contradiction 
in Leavitt’s career: he wants mainstream attention, but as Esquire’s 
chicken-shit rejection shows, the straight media doesn’t really want 
stories about mercantile cocksucking. Gay writers shouldn’t just 
write for gay readers, “David” pontificates. But what is it about 
straight readers that makes them so much more desirable? 

The less said about the second novella. The Wooden Anniversary, 
the better. Celia and Nathan return from previous short story col¬ 
lections, and the contrived “surprise” ending is partly based on the 
premise that after seventeen years of friendship, Celia is still sore 
that her gay friend Nathan won’t fuck her. Right. Much about this 
story is indeed wooden. 

But Arkansas is partly redeemed by its final novella, Saturn 
Street, a moving and honest portrayal of life during AIDS. Jerry is 
a volunteer for a Project Open Hand-type agency in LA who be¬ 
comes emotionally involved with a client to whom he delivers 
lunches. Here Leavitt is at his best, exploring the differences be¬ 
tween his self-conscious narrator and PWA Phil. Jerry, with the 
sense of entitlement common to Leavitt’s characters, has to appre¬ 
hend Phil’s very real poverty. There’s humor as well as pathos in 
this tale, and Leavitt pulls it off without descending into maudlin 
soap opera. If only the author could have let go of having the last 
word on the Spender fiasco, he might have jettisoned the first two 
pieces and developed Saturn Street into the full-length novel it 
could have been. ▼

Joe Sears is dressed to kill in 'The Foreigner'

T here will always be comedy 
as long as Joe Sears has a 
dress. The man is a comic 
marvel, as he has proven over the 
last 16 years in Greater Tuna and 
A Tuna Christmas. Put him in a 
dress and a miraculous transfor¬ 
mation occurs. Not only is he a 
fine comic actor but also one of 
the great comic actresses of our 
age. Seriously. 

Sears is back in town in the 
tenth anniversary production of 
Larry Shue’s down South farce 
The Foreigner at the Marines 
Memorial Theatre. The big news, 
aside from the fact that he’s once 
again starring with Tuna partner 
and brilliant-in-his-own-right 
funny man Jaston Williams, is 
that Sears wears a dress through¬ 
out this two-and-a-half-hour 
show. As fishing lodge keeper 
Betty Meeks, Sears steals every 
scene he’s in. But to be fair, 
Williams, who is really the star in 
the central role of Charlie the for¬ 
eigner, holds tight to center stage 
with his own comic mastery. 

While nowhere near as side- 
splittingly funny or as warm¬ 
hearted as either of the Tuna 
shows (which Sears and Williams 
wrote — supposedly they’re 
working on a third), The Foreign¬ 
er is a pleasing, adequately funny 
vehicle for Sears and Williams to 
strut their stuff — and what a joy 
their stuff is. Their comedy 
harkens back to an age of stage 
comedy rooted in the bravado of 
vaudeville and influenced by the 
precision swiftness of British 
farce. When Williams and Sears 
hit their respective strides, it’s the 
Golden Age of Comedy all over 
again. 

The best thing about The For¬ 
eigner is that it has edge, which is 
always good for comedy and gives 
its stars something to sink their 
teeth into. Williams plays Charlie 
Baker, a British science-fiction 
proofreader who has traveled to 
the hinterlands of Georgia to es¬ 
cape his unfaithful wife’s slow and 
painful death in the hospital. The 
thing is, Charlie doesn’t really 
have a personality and is shy 
around strangers, so he forces his 
friend Froggy LeSueur (Jonathan 
Lutz), a British military man who 
has brought him to the Meeks 
Fishing Lodge, to make his excus¬ 
es to Betty and the other lodgers 
and explain that Charlie is not to 
be spoken to while in their com¬ 
pany. In a burst of plot-thickening 
genius, Froggy tells Betty that 
Charlie is a foreigner and cannot 
speak English. 

The rest of the play is simply 
an exercise in which Charlie de¬ 
velops his dormant personality. As 
the all-seeing, all-hearing but 
never-speaking presence, Charlie 
hears everybody’s secrets. He dis¬ 
cerns that nasty redneck Owen 
Musser (Corky Williams) is about 
to condemn Betty’s lodge and put 
her land up for sale, and also fig¬ 
ures out that there’s something 
fishy going on between Catherine 
(Kathleen Couser) and her shifty 
boyfriend, the Reverend David 
Marshall Lee (Ed Beechner). The 


mystery has to do with an un¬ 
planned pregnancy, millions of 
dollars in inheritance money, the 
Ku Klux Klan, and Catherine’s 
mentally challenged younger 
brother Ellard (Tim Mateer). It’s 
all pretty much by the numbers, 
but in-between the plot develop¬ 
ments Williams and Sears get to 
shine. 

Director David McKenna and 
set designer Karen Schulz provide 
a solid production for their stars, 
and the supporting cast is gener¬ 
ally excellent (especially Couser as 
Catherine). But the show’s success 
rests in the assured hands of 
Williams and a blissfully be- 
wigged Sears. They transform this 
middling material into an electri¬ 
cal charge that sizzles with foreign 
currency. ▼

Seattle space-rock 

Sky Cries Mary plays Slim's

O n Exit At The Axis, Sky 
Cries Mary’s beautiful 1992 
EP, a label was attached 
which read, “The last band from 
Seattle.” This was during the 
height of “grunge rock,” when 
seemingly every flannel-clad band 
from the Northwest was being 
hyped into oblivion. Sky Cries 
Mary, however, was quite unlike 
any other group coming out of 
Seattle. Their elaborate costumes, 
psychedelic light shows, spiritual 
lyrics, and ethereal space-rock 
sound distinguished them from 
the dross. The band’s unique 
identity was solidified with its 
next two efforts, 1993’s A Return 
To The Inner Experience, and 
1994’s This Timeless Turning, 
albums that revealed the seven- 
piece band’s uncanny knack for 
creating complex musical dream- 
scapes out of tightly-wound, am¬ 
bient textures. 

So, you can only imagine my 
surprise upon hearing “Breathe 
In,” the first track off the band’s 
recently-released Moonbathing 
On Sleeping Leaves, which con¬ 
tains, of all things, a ripping hard 
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rock guitar solo! “I think Sky 
Cries Mary fans are going to be 
going, ‘What the fuck?’” admits 
Roderick Romero, one of the 
band’s two vocalists, and chief 
lyricist. “Whenever anyone ex¬ 
pects something from us, I imme¬ 
diately want to revolt against it. 
And that was the whole thing with 
this record. We didn’t want to do 
anything that we’d already done.” 

One thing the band had never 
done before is write an outright 


sing oblique phrases about water, 
fire, salt, and winter. 

“A lot of the songs are about 
healing,” Roderick says, attempt¬ 
ing to explain the meaning behind 
his lyrics. “There’s a voodoo back¬ 
ground to some of these songs. It’s 
very ancient, and very deep. But 
it’s also not obvious with just a 
couple of listens. That’s always 
been the style. For me, that’s what 
poetry is all about. It’s open to all 
interpretations. You really have to

pop song. But with “Moon¬ 
bathing,” the album’s first single, 
Sky Cries Mary comes awfully 
close. “We’ve never really written a 
song as positive as that one,” ex¬ 
plains Roderick. “In the past, I al¬ 
ways tried to undermine it, so we 
didn’t sound too poppy. But with 
this one, it was like, why don’t we 
just let this song live as it is? We’ve 
never had any limitations, so why 
do it now? “ 

Cynical listeners may feel that 
the band’s changing sound re¬ 
flects its switch from World 
Domination, a small indie label, 
to major label Warner Brothers. 
Roderick, however, assures me 
this isn’t the case. “They’ve all 
been really cool to us. They did¬ 
n’t say, ‘use this producer’ or 
‘write this kind of song.’ They 
said, ‘just make the records you 
want to make.’” 

Which is exactly what Sky Cries 
Mary has done, spending mote 
time than ever developing their 
songs before going into the studio. 
“We’re influenced by our own 
music,” Roderick says. “We listen to 
what we’ve done in the past, and 
try to take it even further. There’s 
kind of an urgency to this album, 
because we were so excited about 
making another record with the 
same line-up, all seven of us.” 

That urgency is evident in the 
angelic, soaring vocals of Anisa 
Romero, the band’s other vocalist, 
and Roderick’s life partner. The 
couple comes off as some sort of a 
psychedelic space-rock version of 
John Doe and Exene Cervenka, 
intertwining their vocals as they 


get into the words and start con¬ 
necting some of the dots.” 

With Roderick’s background in 
performance art, and Anisa’s talent 
in painting (her work has graced 
the covers of the last two Sky Cries 
Mary albums) there has always 
been an arty element to the band, 
which is most apparent in their 
mesmerizing live performances. 
The two singers have been known 
to appear on stage in elaborate cos¬ 
tumes and headdresses. 

Although the costuming has 
been downplayed some in recent 
years, not much else about the 
band has diminshed in scale. Play¬ 
ing small clubs, it’s often difficult 
for all seven members to fit onto 
the stage. And then there are the 
four additional crew members 
who handle the lights and sound. 
Needless to say, touring with an 
entourage this big can often get 
troublesome for a rock band. 

But not so for Sky Cries Mary. 
“I’ve always liked the diversity,” 
says Roderick, describing the 
group’s familial dynamic. “A lot of 
our families have been kind of 
dysfunctional. And it’s kind of 
nice to have a new family that ac¬ 
tually can talk to each other, to 
know that I’ve got a bunch of 
people around who are really 
sweet and are looking out for each 
other.” T

that’s described in Esquire ,” argues 
Don Romesburg, publications 
manager of the Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation. “If 
that is the reason it was pulled, it’s 
a clear case of bias.” 

Bias or not, the unanswered 
question is: if the story was too 
risque for Esquire’s readers, why 
was it accepted in the first place? 

“It was a borderline call,” Kos- 
ner says. “One fiction editor was 
in favor of it, and one was very 
strongly against it. Initially, I sided 
with the sponsor, and as we came 
closer to publication, I decided 
that the other guy was right. Edi¬ 
tors have the prerogative to 
change their minds.” 


Will Blythe, Esquire’s literary 
editor, was the sponsor of the 
story, and although he never 
talked to Leavitt, he stood firmly 
behind the story’s publication. In 
the end, he stood alone. 

“Rust Hills, who has been the 
fiction editor at Esquire for more 
than 30 years, from the start was 
against running the story,” says 
Kosner. “He felt that the combina¬ 
tion of the theme and the occa¬ 
sional graphic language meant 
that it wasn’t something we want¬ 
ed to publish.” 

Leavitt is dubious about Kos- 
ner’s simple tale of conflicting ed¬ 
itorial tastes between Blythe and 
Hills. 

“I have trouble believing this,” 
says Leavitt. Aside from the asso¬ 
ciate editor and fact-checker, Hills 
was the only person at Esquire 


with whom Leavitt had spoken - 
and only in a positive way. “When 
I was in Key West in January for 
this conference on AIDS and lit¬ 
erature, I was at a party where I 
ran into Joy Williams, his wife, 
and she said, ‘Let me introduce 
you to Rust.’ And he came over 
and told me how much he loved 
the story. Who am I to believe?” 

Heavy price 

Whatever happened behind 
the scenes, Kosner paid a heavy 
price for his late about-face: Es¬ 
quire still paid Leavitt his $13,000 
fee, and Blythe quit the magazine 
over the dispute. And the media 
circus began. 

Rumors began to fly in the 
New York Times and Washington 
Post. Leavitt’s literary agent, An-

rock n roll? ’ Bono asked i 
midway through each concert j 
ot U2 s monumental 1992 
“Zoo TV” tour. Bono repeatedly 
wailed his question as the band 
spiraled through the climax of its 
apocalyptic Judas-and-Jesus dia¬ 
logue, “Until the End of the 
World.” Then he dropped the 
question mark and affirmed, 
“This is rock ’n’ roll!” He meant it 
without irony, and he was right. 

If it’s not already evident, I 
should confess that I’m likely to 
indulge in a little hyperbole when 
discussing U2. Seventeen years of 
marveling at the band’s musical 
accomplishments and bench¬ 
marking key moments of my per¬ 
sonal history with specific albums 
and songs tends to unleash a tor¬ 
rent of laudatory adjectives. From 
a more critically objective view¬ 
point, I think U2 is unique for 
supreme artistry and for simulta¬ 
neously celebrating and mocking 
global information overload and 
the trappings of its own success. 

Having for years worn halos of 
saintly belief, U2 ushered in the 
’90s by debunking its own myths 
and getting seriously sexy, with 
Bono gleefully playing rock star in 
black leather and wraparound 
shades. Renewed vigor and glori¬ 
ous music of extreme emotional 
and intellectual substance made 
the “Zoo TV” tour and the one- 
two punch of Achtung Baby and 
Zooropa the decade’s best rock 
music, and its smartest work of 
performance art thus far. 

And now we have Pop, which 


liters the band’s sonic past 
through the here-and-now stylis¬ 
es of electronic dance music, 
, oiiops ot samples and trip-hop 
-eats, and reliable cascades of 
fractured guitar. It ! s a frequently 
startling record, sounding like Ire¬ 
land’s favorite sons have been lis¬ 
tening to Prodigy and Tricky. As 
always, the band gracefully incor¬ 
porates left-field musical refer¬ 
ences and propulsive rhythms 
within its patented three-chords- 
and-the-truth strategy, so that the 
new songs sound at once timely 
and timeless. Lyrically, Bono has 
returned to spiritual concerns, 
and it’s clear he still hasn’t found 
what he’s looking for. 

Pop opens with the triple 
threat of “Discotheque,” “Do You 
Feel Loved,” and “Mofo,” dance 
tracks all beautifully fucked up 
with a barrage of noise and dis¬ 
tortion, perfect for SOMA-style 
Saturday Night Fever. “You know 
you’re chewing bubble gum/You 
know what that is but you still 
want some/’Cause you just can’t 
get enough of that lovie dovie 
stuff,” Bono sings on “Dis¬ 
cotheque,” pinpointing the hedo¬ 
nistic joys of pop and its alluring 
promise of satisfaction. 

Elsewhere, the band sounds 
bruised and moody, like on “If 
God Will Send His Angels” and “If 
You Wear That Velvet Dress,” while 
“Gone” achieves epic drama. The 
band stretches out on “Miami,” a 
percussion-heavy critique of vain¬ 
glory, and “The Playboy Man¬ 
sion,” which alternately damns 
and praises celebrity excess. At 
times Bono’s writing is unfocused; 
he hits easy targets with stream- 
of-consciousness shorthand. 

If no single track on Pop is as

heartstopping as past highlights 
like “All I Want is You” or “Stay 
(Faraway, So Close!),” as a whole 
it represents a fascinating leap 
into uncharted territory. U2 has 
one foot on the dance floor and 
the other in a discotheque all its 
own, where grooves are discov¬ 
ered through hard work and faith. 
This is rock ’n’ roll, indeed. ▼

Mark Morris concerts excel in artistry — and camp

A New York dance critic once 
told me,“Musicality is what 
every balletomane talks 
about incessantly, though most of 
them wouldn’t recognize it if it bit 
them in the butt.” Yet almost 
everybody recognizes that Mark 
Morris is the most musical chore¬ 
ographer alive, though they may 
not be able to tell you why. After 
the second of the Mark Morris 
Dance Group’s recent programs at 
UC Berkeley’s Zellerbach Hall, a 
friend said, “He’s the best I’ve ever 
seen at visualizing music.” 

To some observers, “visualiz¬ 
ing” music means slavishly fol¬ 


lowing every beat, choreograph¬ 
ing every harmonic twist, and lit¬ 
erally illustrating every song lyric. 
Morris can do that when he wants 
to, but he also employs visual and 
rhythmic counterpoint, off-center 
balances and flexed feet, circle and 
line dances that are polyphonical- 
ly independent of the music, and 
remarkably varied arm gestures 
that are pure Morris. Dancers 
reach upward in supplication in 
Falling Down Stairs, set to the Un¬ 
accompanied Cello Suite by Bach 
(performed live by Yo-Yo Ma on 
the first program), and in The Of¬ 
fice there is a sequence in which 
the dancers “make a muscle” with 
their biceps, curling the arm aloft 
in a proletarian’s triumphant 
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salute. 

In his other world premiere, 
Rhymes with Silver (original 
music by Lou Harrison), the ges¬ 
tures seem to stem from Javanese 
puppetry, no surprise given Har¬ 
rison’s fascination with Pacific- 
rim music. Morris’ own entrance 
in this work, turned sideways with 
one foot tucked up, was pure 
shadow puppet play. The Harri¬ 
son piece went on too long for my 
taste, but served to highlight the 
fact that the other works on the 
program — Falling Down Stairs 
and The Office — are certified 


masterworks. 

The Office did what the best 
Morris dances always do: sent me 
scrambling for a recording of the 
music, which in this case — Dvo¬ 
rak’s “Five Bagatelles” for two vio¬ 
lins, cello, and harmonium — I 
didn’t even know existed. On the 
surface, the five bagatelles are 
simple miniatures based on Czech 
folk tunes. Morris created the 
work originally for Zivili, a Mid¬ 
western Slavic folk music troupe. 
(Morris’ own background in¬ 
cludes membership in a Seattle- 
based Balkan folk commune.) 


community by AIDS, ethnic strife 
in Bosnia (in Ireland or the Mid¬ 
dle East or Tibet), or even corpo¬ 
rate downsizing. 

Falling Down Stairs is as suc¬ 
cinctly musical as The Office, only 
without the menacing subtext. To 
each of the Cello Suite’s six dance 
movements, Morris offers joyous 
ensemble pleasures, some of them 
funny, some of them exquisitely 
physical, as when Julie Worden 
takes a header off the staircase at 
the end of the “Courante” only to 
be caught in midair by her col¬ 
leagues. And the “Bourree,” with

about how the steps had to be 
simple because the troupe wasn’t 
very technically accomplished, 
and that the Ten Little Indians- 
style dramatic device of remov¬ 
ing one dancer at a time from the 
stage was employed to get the 
worst of them into the wings. 
Whatever. Morris’ own dancers 
have no technical problems. 
Wearing simple, inelegant street 
clothes, six of them wait ner¬ 
vously in a setting consisting of 
drab folding chairs. Because the 
music is folkish, they do folkish 
movements, first as a sextet, then 
a quintet, then a quartet, until 
only Mireille Radwan-Dana is 
left in painful solitude. The quar¬ 
tet is particularly frenetic, with 
Morris kicking, stamping, and 
tossing his head like a wild horse 
facing captivity. 

What the dancers face in The 
Office is a stern, uniformed 
woman (Tina Fehlandt) with a 
clipboard who silently ushers 
them away, one by one. For all its 
folksy camaraderie, the piece is an 
exercise in sheer terror, and its 
Morris’ ability to squeeze both the 
fear and the joy out of that music 
that makes some of us worship his 
talent. Of course, the Berkeley au¬ 
dience laughed at the clipboard 
lady, but trust me, there is noth¬ 
ing funny about this dance, a trag¬ 
ic piece whose subtext could sym¬ 
bolize the decimation of the arts 


seated dancers making spastic, ec¬ 
clesiastical hand gestures, is as 
clever as it is funny. 

Equally funny and campy is 
the other work new to the Bay 
Area, A Spell (1993), set to lute 
songs by Shakespearean compos¬ 
er John Wilson. I’m sure some ob¬ 
servers wish Morris wouldn’t 
make campy pieces, but choreog¬ 
raphers do not live by bread 
alone, and A Spell makes the most 
delicious dessert. It’s one of Mor¬ 
ris’ few heterosexual romances; 
he’s usually content with ensem¬ 
ble sharing. He plays an oversized, 
over-aged cupid dressed in a bur¬ 
gundy tunic with a little pair of 
wings resting between his shoul¬ 
der blades. (The tunic shows off 
Morris’ powerful legs; over 40 and 
slightly paunchy, he is still the best 
dancer in the company.) 

Mincing and flirting with the 
audience, this cupid literally puts 
a spell on Ruth Davidson and 
Guillermo Resto. They tease each 
other, finally getting down on the 
ground to do the dirty deed. It’s 
suggestive rather than graphic, 
but the arms, knees, and heads 
popping out of their writhing 
bodies make a splendid example 
of frolicking sexuality unspoiled 
by guilt, fear, or other garbage. 
And, as if to prove that his taste is 
not as bad as some people like to 
think, once Davidson and Resto 
begin to dance in earnest, Morris 
takes his cute little wings and tact¬ 
fully exits the stage. ▼

centration that makes pinpoint 
intonation virtually a given in his 
playing. Unaccountably, secure 
pitch eluded him on this occasion 
until well into the sonata’s middle 
movement. Sour double-stops 
and smudged passage work in¬ 
vaded his playing with discon¬ 
certing regularity. Late in the mid¬ 
dle movement’s sequence of vari¬ 
ations, the musicians began trad¬ 
ing musical material with integri¬ 
ty, and something that sounded 
more like Beethoven’s sonata fi¬ 
nally began to emerge.

The violinist dispatched the 
work’s seemingly endless double- 
and triple-stops cleanly, and with 
remarkably good voicing of the

short of brilliant at picking out 
fiendishly difficult hidden 
melodies. Still, his hot-blooded 
performance of this showpiece 
lacked some of the sweetness oth¬ 
ers have found in it. 

And though Thibaudet is 
rightly celebrated for his Ravel, 
there was no mistaking that the 
composer’s Tzigane, which closed 
the printed program, was offered 
as a showcase of Bell’s virtuosity.

I t’s as risky as it is rewarding to 
pair musicians better known 
m as soloists in joint recitals. Vi¬ 
olinist Joshua Bell and pianist 
Jean-Yves Thibaudet, among the 
brightest young musicians on the 
concert stage today, have in the 
past proved potent collaborators, 
as documented on the two CDs 
they have made for London 
Records.

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pos that resulted in a performance 
that was both superficial and 
downright sloppy. Thibaudet, 
who has lately begun to demon¬ 
strate that he is as adept at the 
central German repertoire as he is 
with the French, weighed in with 
Beethoven distinguished by little 
more than nimble finger work. In 
the sonata’s first two movements, 
Bell couldn’t even offer that. 

One of the young violinist’s 
strongest assets is a laser-like con- 


lthough the proverbial 
“Three B’s” — Bach, 
Wm Beethoven, and Brahms — 
are a kind of acronym for classical 
music, it’s actually rare to en¬ 
counter all three in a single con¬ 
cert. It’s even rarer to encounter 
them in a performance as exalted 
as the one pianist Richard Goode 
delivered two Sundays ago at 
Davies Symphony Hall. 

There aren’t many pianists 
equally adept at mastering the 
Three B’s, but for Goode, this is 
familiar terrain. And the perfor¬ 
mances he gave of Bach’s Partita 
No. 4 in D Major, the Brahms 
Piano Pieces of Opp. 118 and 119 
(both given complete, but in re¬ 
verse order), and Beethoven’s 
Sonata No. 32 in Minor, Op. 111 
were both deeply personal and, in 
a word, mighty. 

Remarkably, there wasn’t a sin¬ 
gle finger slip in a program that 
would be considered difficult by 
any pianist’s standards. But it was 
less the precision of execution 
that distinguished this recital than 
Goode’s interpretations, which 
were as profound as they were 
probing. 

From the opening statements 
of the Partita’s French-style Over¬ 
ture, Goode weighed in with a 
sonorous, lavishly pedaled sound 
whose only concession to prevail¬ 
ing notions of period perfor¬ 
mance practice was his accentua¬ 
tion of the music’s contrasts. Can- 
nily, in the very next movement, 
Goode came back with an Alle- 
mande so light and fleet that it 
seemed to float on pure ether, car¬ 
rying an intoxicated audience 
away with it. 

What Goode’s Bach revealed

— something many a scrupulous 
performance on harpsichord has 
not — is how deeply rooted the 
music is in Baroque dance forms. 
This Bach danced sure-footedly 
and with verve, and the culminat¬ 
ing Gigue — following a fugal 
opening the pianist captured to 
perfection — reached a nearly el¬ 
emental fervor. 

The late Brahms piano pieces 
are among the greatest works in 
the piano literature. With respect 
to their composer, they are both a 
summing up of the lifetime of ex¬ 
perience that precedes them and a 
confident, fearless leap into the 
beyond. In these works, Brahms 
ventures into high altitudes of 
artistic and emotional experience, 
where the atmosphere is rarefied 
and the winds of inspiration blow 
strong. Goode’s performance 
Sunday had the quality of a report 
back from the peaks. 

The pianist performed the 
Adagio of the first intermezzos of 
Op. 119 at a daringly slow tempo,

charting the music’s deep ebbs 
and flows. Time and again, Goode 
proved himself master of Brahms’ 
treacherously complicated 
rhythms and cross-rhythms, and 
uncommonly adept at tracing 
crucial inner voices. On the evi¬ 
dence of this recital alone, Goode 
may be unparalleled today in his 
ability to voice chords for maxi¬ 
mal cogency and expressive effect. 

Brahms’ rhetoric in these short 
pieces is so refined there isn’t a su¬ 
perfluous note or gesture. Goode 
turned this rhetoric into fiery or¬ 
atory in the Allegro risoluto that 
crowns Op. 119, and he left no 
doubt why the piece is called a 
rhapsody, as he imbued it with an 
enormity spacious enough for a 
climactic phrase of nearly un¬ 
bearable intensity. 

The opening A Minor Inter¬ 
mezzo of Op. 118 seemed epic in 
its grandeur, the succeeding one 


in A Major achingly delicate, a 
whisper from beyond. The set un¬ 
folded in performances that pro¬ 
posed — and attained — an ideal. 
In the set’s concluding intermez¬ 
zo, the composer’s and the pi¬ 
anist’s voices seemed distinct yet 
inseparable. 

Beethoven’s great C Minor 
Sonata is territory Goode has 
made distinctively his own, ex¬ 
ploring it with greater fervor and 
a deeper sense of discovery on 
every outing. In this latest ascent 
of yet another of music’s sum¬ 
mits, the pianist unleashed the 
kind of power that allowed him to 
deliver the piece in what seemed 
like a single, gigantic gesture. The 
pianist’s concentration was palpa¬ 
ble, so intense that it often felt like 
one was eavesdropping on a 
deeply private communion of 
composer and interpreter. Piano 
playing seldom gets this intimate 
or this transpersonal. In a perfor¬ 
mance that can only be called 
transcendent, Goode found ways 
to pronounce the ineffable. ▼

Beyond the grave

Just an Ordinary Day by Shirley 
Jackson; edited by Laurence 
Jackson Hyman and Sarah 
Hyman Stewart; Bantam, $23.95 

W hen Shirley Jackson died 
in her sleep in 1965 at the 
all too young age of 46, 
she left behind an impressive body 
of work, including The Haunting 
of Hill House; the creepily eerie We 
Have Always Lived in the Castle ; 
two delightful novels about her 
children, Raising Demons and Life 
Among the Savages , and perhaps 
the most famous short story of the 
20th century, “The Lottery.” Based 
on these works alone, I have to 
think that any list of the great 
writers of this century would have 
to include her. 

Jackson’s skill at creating the 
perfect tone for her subject was 
astonishing. The apparently bu¬ 
colic opening of “The Lottery,” for 
example, is the perfect set-up for 
the horror to come. She also 
wrote the most believable kids 
I’ve ever come across in fiction. 
Her death, however, left her le¬ 
gions of fans bereft. 

Imagine the surprise when, in 
a turn of events worthy of a 
Shirley Jackson short story, a 
dusty box discovered in a barn 
turned out to contain half a dozen 
unpublished stories. A further 
search by her children, two of 
whom edited this collection, led 
to more unpublished stories. The 
result is a collection of 54 pieces - 
many unpublished, others pub¬ 
lished only once in magazines 
now defunct - which features 
Jackson at the height of her pow¬ 
ers. Just an Ordinary Day is a 
stunning achievement. 

Choosing favorite stories to 
highlight is a little like choosing a 


favorite child, only 
more difficult. Each 
story is a gem, lov¬ 
ingly polished to an 
appropriate gloss. 

Anyone who has 
ever searched for an 
apartment will 
enjoy the epistolary 
“Indians Live in 
Tents” and the 
domino effect of 
multiple sublets. 

“Come to the 
Fair” is a touch¬ 
ing tale of loneli¬ 
ness: “Helen 

Spencer was very lonely and, 
often, very unhappy, with the 
poignant misery that comes to 
lonely people who long to be so¬ 
cial and cannot, somehow, step 
naturally and unself-consciously 
into some friendly group.” 

You needn’t worry, however, 
that Just an Ordinary Day is limit¬ 
ed to Jackson’s warm side. There 
are plenty of very scary, very un¬ 


nerving stories 
to keep you up 
until dawn. 
“The Good 
Wife” and 
“What a 

Thought” offer 
so terrifying a 
look at romantic 
relationships that 
you may decide to 
live alone forever. 
Jackson’s look at 
the darker side of 
friendship, “The 
Order of Char¬ 
lotte’s Going,” may 
convince you that 
the safest bet is to live with a cat. 

New work from a writer long 
dead is so fantastic that it would 
be dismissed as unbelievable if of¬ 
fered in fiction. Given Shirley 
Jackson’s long-standing interest in 
the supernatural, I suppose it was 
fitting for her to present her read¬ 
ers with the glorious gift that is 
Just an Ordinary Day. ▼

who supplied the flavor, color, and 
nuance — in short, the music. 

The recital’s unambiguous tri¬ 
umph was the Faure, a piece the 
pair has recorded persuasively but 
which was played to even better 
effect Tuesday. This was a perfor¬ 
mance to refute the received but 
false wisdom that Faure com¬ 
posed in light, impressionistic 
pastels. There’s a bigness and 
boldness in the best of Faure, and 
Bell and Thibaudet realized it 
masterfully. 

With a lively, natural, yet close 
interplay, the musicians allowed 
the music to unfold across a beau¬ 
tifully supported long line. Even 
the wonderful effects, like Bell’s 
breathtaking pianissimos, had 
causes. By the Allegro vivo third 
movement, there was even a sense 
that the two musicians, whose in¬ 
teractions to that point had 
seemed tentative and even prickly, 
were having fun. At last the 
music-making seemed fleet, not 
just fast, and the sonata’s final 
flourishes seemed all the more 
thrilling for sounding genuine, 
and genuinely earned. 

Better evidence of the bril¬ 
liance and importance of these 
two artists arrived in record stores 
two days after they left town. Bell’s 
recording of the Barber and Wal-

ton violin concertos, with the Bal¬ 
timore Symphony under David 
Zinman, is one of his finest ever. 
Although the Walton is marginal¬ 
ly less urgent than the perfor¬ 
mance he gave with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Symphony under Roger 
Norrington, it’s deeper and more 
assured, and a performance wor¬ 
thy to stand beside either of the 
recordings by the concerto’s ded¬ 
icatee, Jascha Heifetz. Thibaudet’s 
stunning Conversations with Bill 
Evans (in scrupulous Jed Distler 
transcriptions) brings out the De¬ 
bussy, Ravel, and Messiaen accents 
in the jazz giant’s playing while re¬ 
specting the music on it:> own 
terms. It has Record of the Year 
stamped all over it. ▼

This time around, they feel like 
they’re getting it right. Past efforts 
have been realized on a shoestring 
budget and with the good graces 
of cast and crew. This time they’ve 
gone legit, creating a limited part¬ 
nership, putting together a 40- 
page prospectus and attracting se¬ 
rious investors. At the end of their 
six-week run, they hope they can 
move the show to another theater, 
possibly one downtown. Beyond 
this show’s successful run, the duo 
has even greater goals: a produc¬ 
tion of the entire trilogy in the 
proper sequence and, perhaps, 
even movie versions of the shows. 

Drollinger and Herman- 
Wurmfeld hope the whole enter¬ 
prise is saved from being merely an 
exercise in spirited rock music and 
campy TV references. Herman- 
Wurmfeld says that through his di¬ 
rection, he’s striving for an emo¬ 
tional truth, “a soul that fuses with 
the audience through D’Arcy’s 
rock ’n’ roll.” And Drollinger, for all 
his kitschy television references 
and admiration for the likes of 
Buffy St. Marie and Meatloaf col¬ 
laborator Jim Steinman, says his 
affection for pop culture is sincere. 
“I am in no way making fun of any 
of it,” he says. “As a writer I’m try¬ 


Superman, a prophet who’s dis¬ 
covered floating in space by Lu¬ 
cille Ball, who, with the aid of her 
sinister boyfriend Charlie Brown, 
uses the prophet to topple the 
regime of her father, The King, 
played by Leigh “Elvis Herselvis” 
Crow. Meanwhile, poor institu¬ 
tionalized Dorothy Gale from 
Kansas is acting out a little Ham¬ 
let drama of her own, listening to 
ghosts who reveal that her father 
was murdered and that she must 
avenge his death. All this drama is 
set against a backdrop of political 
rebellion: a consortium called 
Cable is in violent revolt against 
the established government, 
named after the three major net¬ 
works: ABC, NBC, CBS. The cho¬ 
rus is made up entirely of next- 
door neighbor characters such as 
Gladys Kravitz (Bewitched) and 
Helen Roper (Three’s Company) 
while the army is composed of 
Tammy Faye Bakker fembots (a 
fembot is an evil female robot 
popularized on the TV series The 
Bionic Woman). 


Overarching mythology 

Listening to his show’s plot 
being explained, Drollinger 
cringes and laughs. “It sounds 
complicated but it’s not really,” he 
says. “With all these crazy people 
interacting and having relation¬ 
ships, it’s like a psychotic episode 
of The Love Boat. It makes sense 
when you see it.” 

Director Charles Herman- 
Wurmfeld, 30, comes to Suburbia 
3000 having directed both previ¬ 
ous installments of the trilogy. His 
take on the show is decidedly dra¬ 
maturgical. “It’s like an overarch¬ 
ing mythology,” he explains. “In 
ancient times, mythology was 
used to synthesize life arid an un¬ 
derstanding of the universe. In 
our commercial society, we iden¬ 
tify ourselves as empty and we fail 
to see that we have developed a gi¬ 
gantic mythology through the 
media, especially television. D’Ar¬ 
cy is mining this mythology and 
bringing it to life in a most unique 
way.” 

Drollinger and Herman- 
Wurmfeld have now been work¬ 
ing together for nearly four years, 
ever since Herman-Wurmfeld di¬ 
rected Beach Blanket In the Black 
Lagoon, in which Drollinger had a 
small part. The going hasn’t al¬ 
ways been easy. “We fought a lot 
during the first show,” Drollinger 
recalls. “It was a good test, though, 
to see if we could go on. We took 
a little hiatus after that show, but 
then we moved on.”

Centered 

W hen I step out of my building 
into Ivy Alley, I can see across 
Davies Symphony Hall to the 
Opera House and City Hall beyond. 
The ensemble of Beaux Arts buildings 
which circle Civic Center is widely 
considered to be among the finest sets 
of Beaux Arts beauties extant, certain¬ 
ly one of the city’s architectural trea¬ 
sures. Next time you pass by City Hall, 
check out how the spiral motif of its 
cornice is picked up in the baroque 
Opera House facade. It’s the most 
beautiful duet of buildings in the city. 

Not all of Civic Center is so distin¬ 
guished. The entrance to the Phillip 
Burton Federal Building was once an 
infamous plaza of fountains that 
drenched anyone walking through, 
thanks to the unholy wind tunnel cre¬ 
ated by that blighted behemoth. Now 
the San Francisco Prize has been 
awarded to three design groups for 
their conceptions of a new plaza at 450 
Golden Gate. An exhibit at SFMOMA, 
Centering the Civic: The 1996 San 
Francisco Prize, brings these visions to 
the gallery wall. 

The General Services Administra¬ 
tion will sponsor the renovation of the 
plaza according to the design by archi¬ 
tectural designers Andrew Bernheimer 
and Jared Della Valle. Their entry calls 
for an inclined walkway mediating be¬ 
tween the street and the entrance to 
the Burton Building. At the end of the 
walkway looms a construction made 
of stacks of used government docu¬ 
ments. The design brings the bureau¬ 
cracy symbolically down to earth. 

The other winners of the design 
competition, landscape designer Tom 
Leader and architect Joseph Bula, also 
make good cases for their design solu¬ 
tions, using collage, kinetic sculpture 
and digital readout as part of their pre¬ 
sentation. The next San Francisco 
Prize competition, originally con¬ 
ceived as a biennial affair, will be held 
this summer, thanks to the enthusiasm 
of an "anxious mayor,” according to 
Curator of Architecture and Design 
Aaron Betsky. The mission; no less 
than the redesign of Union Square. ▼

“Esquire denies Wylie’s allega¬ 
tions that Chrysler stepped in and 
threw it out,” says Romesburg. 
“But there have been other re¬ 
ports that it wasn’t killed by 
Chrysler’s complaints as much as 
Esquires fear that Chrysler would 
complain, and that it was self-cen¬ 
sorship, a pre-emptive strike.” 

The exact reason isn’t terribly 
important to Leavitt, however. 

“It’s entirely possible it was ad¬ 
vertiser pressure. Or it’s possible it 
was a pre-emptive action because 
of fear of advertiser pressure. Or 
it’s also possible it was entirely 
Kosner’s decision,” says Leavitt. 
“My feeling as a writer is that in 
any of those scenarios, it’s outra¬ 
geous and indefensible. This is not 
a situation where a publication re¬ 
jects a story based on its content.

“Esquire has been a bas¬ 
tion of straight white maleness, 
and it seems that they were head¬ 
ing in the right direction by print¬ 
ing a piece of David Leavitt’s. Un¬ 
fortunately, it got killed. I hope 
this is not an indication of them 
retreating from printing a diverse 
array of pieces.” 

Kosner thinks the gay angle of 
the story has been overplayed, 
noting that the magazine has re¬ 
cently received kudos from 
GLAAD for other gay-related cov¬ 
erage. 

“ Esquire's relationship with the 
gay readership is fine,” he says. “I 
think open-minded people will 
look at this and say, ‘Well, the guy 
changed his mind.’ Or, ‘The guy 
doesn’t know what the hell he’s 
doing.’ But I don’t think a lot of 
people are going to conclude that 
homophobia was the motivating 
principle of this thing.” T
